Both branches mot in special session 


last evening, transacted a little business 
and then adjourned. 


Their exit, was marked by the passage of 


the First street extension resolution; out- 
side of this nothing but routine business 
received attention. 


Common Council. 


It was 8.30 o'clock when President Ben- 


son called the council to order, and 20 
members lesponcled to the call. 


A joint order wag adopted In concurrence 


referring all papers in the hands of the city 
council to tho council of 189-i. 


Several committee reports were accepted 


in concurrence. 


The following resolutions were passed in 


concurrence: to lay a concrete sidewalk on 
Eighth street. 


The resolution to extend First street -was 


then read and occasioned a little debate. 


Councilman O'Sulllvau desired to know 


what amount of'expense would be involv- 
ed in laying out the street. Upon learning 
that a resolution was before the council 
calling for $26,000 for the improvement, 
ho said he believed In receiving light on the 
matter and not have the council endeavor 
to swallow too large a lump. 


Councilman Trydflr, said this was no 


extravagant expenditure and if the resolu- 
tion is passed the city will get a return for 
the money expended and the improvement 
will prove a grand investment. Taxable 
pioparty will be brought into the market, 
and in ten years the improvement will pay 
for itself. 
i 


Councilman Noble hoped the council 


would pass the resolution as the extension 
s cortamly necpssary. 


Councilman O'Sullivan said he believed 


what his brotlier councilman had said, but 


liked to see some members of the street 


committee express their opinions and give 
sums information to the other members of 
;he council and not sit as dumb as oysters. 
So did not want to pose as being opposed 
,o the resolution. If it is going to benefit 
the city lie is in favor of it. 


Councilman. Dolan believed the street 


extension a grand improvement and urged

Councilman O'Brien said that at first he 


was inclined to oppose the resolution but 
upon hearing estimates he favored its pas- 
age. 


Councilman Iloban also spoke in favor 


)f tiie resolution, speaking of it in the 
Ight of an improvement. 


The resolution appropriating 826,000 for 


he work then passed. Councilman Bar- 
lay alone voting In the negative.

President Benson returned his thanks to

BOARD OF TRADE. 


IT'S ANNUAL .NEETIN& HELD AND 


THE REPORTS READ. 


License Matters to be Given Attention in 


the Interest of Better Politics, 


The annual meeting of the Board of 


Trade was held last evening. This meet- 
ing was to have taken place on December 
12, but had been postponed. 


President 
Cbalifoux 
called to order 


about 8 o'clock, about twelve members be- 
ing present. 


When the secretary's report had been 


read and accepted the following directors 
were elected: George A. Hanscom, J. W. 
C. Pickering, Joseph L. Ohalifoux. Walter 
Coburn, F. 0, Church,, John J. Cluin, 
Michael Corbett, A. M. Chadwick, Wil- 
liam J. Coughlln, D. E. Dudley, Edward 
Bllingwood, 
E. 
M. Tucke, John H. 


Haworth, Eugene S. Hylan, Fred Home, 
Chas. E. Howe, C. L. Knapp, Cliaa. Little- 
field, Thos. J. McDonald, C. W. Pierce, 
Harry K. Kice, Jesse H. Sheyard, W. H. 
Spacing, K. W. Gales, E. L. White. 


The election of president for the ensuing 


year resulted in tho unanimous choice of 
C'apt. George A. Hauscom. 


On motion of A. L. Kusaell one ballot 


was cast for J. W. C. Pickering tor first 
vice president; E. S. Ilylau, second vice 
president, Charles Llulefield, third vice 
president. 


On motion of Ge. A. Hansoom, James T. 


Smith, was elected clerk for the ensuintj 
year. G. W. Knowlton was elected treas- 
urer. 


President Chalifoux then called npou 


Capt. .Hanscoin, the newly elected presi- 
dent, for remarks and that gentleman re- 
sponded in a short speech. 


This was followed by the reading of the 


treasurer's annual report, which showed 
that the receipts of tbe year have been 
$1865, expenditures, $1838; leaving a bal- 
ance of $32 in the treasury. 


Secretary Smith then read his report. 


Having mentioned the membership, he re- 
viewed the increase of new buildings dnr- 
ing the past year enumerating the larger 
erections. 


That portion of the report that dwelt on 


the panic was as follows: The substantial, 
well grounded character of our local indus- 
tries was well tested in that storm. We 
had no Wall street industrials to which 
manufacturing is but an incident, and 
stock speculations the main object. 


While through the skrinkage of orders 


and tbe lack of banking facilities at the 
groat commercial centers to move our pro1 
ducts there were temporary shutdowns,and 
in all instances a curtailment of force, but 
one manufacturing company failed because 
of tbe crisis, and that a new, small but 
promising corporation, that hardly com- 
pleted its organization. But two merchants' 
are reported as having assigned. 
> 


The banks, financial legislation, and 


labor formed subjects of interesting por- 
tions of the report, and that part which 
referred to the business outlook read: 


The products of the Lowell manufactur- 


ers, especially those in textiles, are large- 
ly the necessaries of life and are constantly 
demanded by the rich and poor alike; with 
limited production it is natural to assume 
that the stocks of such goods in the mer- 
chants' hands are rapidly being depleted. 
Making due allowance for the loss in the 
purchasing power of the people through 
losses and'shutdowns, there should be an 
extraordinary demand for our products at 
an early date to replete their stock. 
*• 


The report concluded with, a leugthy re- 


ference to the charter act. 


Mr. Smith then spoke briefly on the rea- 


sons why the board bad asked of the legis- 
lature the privilege of a chance to have the 
voters record their opinion on the matter 
of a new charter. 


He asked that the license committee be 


authorized to make such changes «in the 
bill which it was proposed to present to 
the legislature as would make it cieaner 
and better defined. 
On motion of Mr. Co- 


nant the board voted to giant the request, 
ilr. Smith then advised that all action of 


th« committee be committed to paper. 


He also moved that the board authorize 


the committee on highways to increase its 
membership, according to its needs, by the 
addition of new members. 


A communication was then read from 


Secretary Henry B. Blackwell, secretary 
of the Municipal Woman Suffrage associa- 
tion of Massachusetts, asking the co-opera- 
tion of the board in placing the matter 
before tbe legislature. On motion of Mr. 
Conant tbe matter was referred to the 
next meeting. 


Mr. Hanscom and Secretary Smith spoke 


on the matter after which the board ad- 
journed.

Bavarian Princess aud u Soldier Mixed

BERLIN, Deo. 80.—The NeusNachrichten 


of Munich on Dec. 5 last announced that 
on the Sunday previou«, Dec. 8, at Genoa, 
Princess Elizabeth of Bavnria, had been 
married to Lieutenant Seigfricd Auf But- 
teuhelm of the Bavarian army. 
This 


news caused a decided sensation, as the 
princess is a g?anddaugator of the Bm- 
Rgror of Austria as well as a graiid- 
cSfughter of the Prince Regent of Ba- 
varia, 


But the sensation which the report of 


the marriage created is as nothing to tho 
consternation caused in imperial and 
royal circles yesterday by the unnounce- 
msnt made by The Germania, which de- 
clares that Princess BHzabeth was not 
married to Lieutenant Siegfried; that she 
i» not now married to him, although they 
are living together. 


The Germania gives other news which 


is undoubtedly moat painful to tho 
relatives of the princess; but as it is not 
fit to be published, it is not contained in 
these dispatches. According to the Neue 
ITrei Presse of Vienna the marriage of the 
Princess Elizabeth, who IB only 20 years 
old, and of Lieutenant Seigfried, who is 
but 82 years of age, took place at Genoa on 
Sunday, Dec. 10, and this paper stated that 
Archbishop Reggio performed the cere- 
mony; both the parents of the bride woro 
said to have been present at the ceremony 
and the consent of the Emperor of Austria 
to the marriage was said to have been 
won b/y the princess after repeated tearful 
interflows, during which the young lady, 
it is stated, threw herself on her knees be- 
fore Francis Joseph and threatened to 
take her life unless the desire of her heart 
was granted. 


The princess was reported to have been 


engaged to the Archduke Franz d'Este, 
heir presumptive to the throne of Austria, 
a handsome and well-educated young 
man, who has recently returned from a 
voyage around the world.

CITY COUNCIL 


Winds Up the Year's Busi- 


ness and Dissolves. 


FIRST STBKET 
EXTENSION TO 


BECOME A CERTAINTY. 


No Veto on the Fort Hill Park Land 


Scheme. 


Tlie city council ot 1893 is no more. 
Both brandies met in special sessiou 


last evening, transacted a liltle business 
and then adjourned. 


Their exit was marked by the passage of 


the First streot extension resolution; out- 
side of this nothing but routine business 
received attention. 


Common Council. 


It was 6.30 o'clock when President Bon- 


son called the council to order, and 20 
members responded to the call. 


A joint order was adopted In concurrence 


referring all papers in the hands of the city 
council to the council of 1894. 


Several committee reports were accepted 


in concurrence. 


The following resolutions were passed in 


concurrence: to lay a concrete sidewalk on 
Eighth street. 


The resolution to extend First street was 


then read and occasioned a. little debate. 


Councilman O'Sulllvau desired to know 


what amount of'expense would be involv- 
ed in laying out the street. Upon learning 
that a resolution was before the council 
calling for 526,000 for the improvement, 
he aaid he bclievedln receiving light on the 
matter and not have the council endeavor 
to swallow too large a lump. 


Councilman Tryder, said this was no 


extravagant expenditure and if the resolu- 
tion is passed the city will (jet a return for 
the money expended and the improvement 
will prove a grand investment. 
Taxable 


property will be brought Into the market, 
and in ten years the improvement will pay 
for itself. 


Councilman Noble hoped tha council 


would pass the resolution as the extension 
is certainly necessary. 


Councilman O'Sullivan said be believed 


what lus brother councilman had said, but 
he liked to see tome members of the street 
committee express their opinions and giva 
some information to the other members of 
the council and not sit as dumb as oysters. 
He did not want lo pose as being opposed 
to the resolution. If it is ROlnR to benefit 
the city he is in favor of it. 


Councilman Dolan believed the street 


extension a grand improvement and urged 
its passage. 


Councilman O'Brien said that at first he 


was inclined to oppose the resolution but 
upon hearing estimates he favored Us pas- 
sage. 


Councilman Hoban also spoke in favor 


of the resolution, speaking of it in the 
light of an improvement. 


The resolution appropriating S26,000 for 


the work then passed. Councilman Bar- 
clay alone voting In the negative. 


On motion of Councilman Dolan votes 


of thanks were extended to President 
Benson, Clerk Siuionds and members of 
the press. 


President Benson returned his thanks to 


the members of the council for their 
courteous treatment during the year and 
said that if at any time during tbe year he 
had given offence to any member of the 
council he willingly apologized and as- 
sured t,hem that it was not done intention- 
ally. 


The council then adjourned. 


Tlie Mock Session. 


After the adjournment of the council, 


Councilman Constantlneau was chosen to 
preside over the mock session and took the 
chair amid the silent applause of bis con- 
freres. 
With the aid of a few stools and 


cushions he was enabled to rise above the 
top of the presiding officer's desk and with 
an" air of importance, worthy of his official 
position announced that "the chair await- 
ed the pleasure of the body." 


A volley of motions was immediately 


hurled at film.. Some wanted the commit- 
tee on commons provided with snow shoi!s, 
but the committee preferred sleds. Others 
would like to see tlic city stables removed 
to Ward Three; while a few of the states- 
men would like to see Councilman Barclay 
appointed on the board of health that he 
ml?ht investigate the cremator. 


All were unanimous in the opinion that 


the acting president should be.vaccinated. 
Inquiries were made regarding the snow 
\>all factory on Fort Hill park and its work- 
ings. 


Then the councilman crew tired and ad- 


journed.

Capt. Hanscom, the newly elected presi- 
dent, for remarks and that gentleman re- 
sponded in a short speech. 


This was followed by the reading of the 


treasurer's annual report, which sho'wed 
that the-receipts of the year have been 
$1865, expenditures, $1333; leaving a bal- 
ance of $32 in the treasury.

Secretary Smith then read his report. 


Having mentioned the membership, he r.e- 
yiewed the increase of new buildings dur- 
ing the past year enumerating the larger 
erections.

That portion of the report that dwelt on 


the panic was as follows: The substantial, 
well grounded character of our local indus- 
tries was well tested in that storm. We 
had no Wall street industrials to which 
manufacturing is but an incident, and 
slock speculations the main object. 


While through the skrinkage of orders 


and the lack of banking facilities at the 
great commercial centers to move our pro^ 
ducts there were temporary shutdowns,and 
in all instances 0. curtailment of force, but 
one manufacturing company failed because 
of the crisis, and that a new, small but 
promising corporation, that hardly com- 
pleted its organization. But two merchants 
are reported as having assigned. 
> 


The banks, financial legislation and 


labor formed subjects of interesting por- 
tions of the report, and that part which 
referred to the business outlook read: 


The products of the Lowell manufactur- 


ers, especially those in textiles, are large- 
ly the necessaries of life and are constantly 
demanded bj the rich and poor alike; with 
limited production it is natural to assume 
that the stocks of such goods in the' mer- 
chants' bands are rapidly being depleted. 
Making due allowance for the loss in the 
purchasing power of the people-through 
losses and shutdowns, there should be au 
extraordinary demand for our products at 
an early date to replete tueir stock. 
•- 


- The report concluded with a lengthy re- 


ference to the charter act. 


Mr. Smith then spoke briefly on the. rea- 


sons \vhy the board had asked of the legis- 
lature the privilege of a chance to have the 
voters record their opinion on the matter 
ot anew charter. 


He aaked that the license committee be 


authorized to make such changes -in the 
bill which it was proposed to present to 
the legislature as would make it cleaner 
and better denned. On motion of Mr. Co- 
nant the board voted to graat the request. 


Mr. Smith then advised that all action of 


the committee be committed.to paper. 


He also moved that the hoard authorize 


the committee on hishways to increase Its 
membership, according to its needs, by the 
addition of new members. 


A communication was then read 
from 


Secretary Henry B. Blackwell, secretary 
'of the Municipal Woman Suffrage associa- 
tion of Massachusetts, asking the co-opera- 
tion of the board in placing the matter 
before the legislature. On motion oi Mr. 
Conaut the matter was referred to the 
next meeting. 


Mr. Eanscom and Secretary Smith spoke

Princess Elizabeth of Bavaria had been 
married to Lieutenant Seigfrled Auf But^ 
tenheim of the Bavarian army.

news caused a decided sensation, aa the 
princess is a granddaughter of the Em- 
peror of Austria as well OB a grand- 
dWugliter of the Prince Begent of Ba- 
VBTitt. 


But the sensation which the report of 


the marriage created is as nothing to tha 
consternation caused in imperial aud 
royal circles yesterday by the announce- 
ment made by The Germania, which de- 
clares that Princess Elizabeth was uot 
married to Lieutenant Siegfried; that she 
is not uow married to him, although they 
are living together. 


The Germania gives other ne~WE which 


is 
undoubtedly most paiuful to the 


relatives of the princess; but as it is uot 
fit to be published, it is not contained in 
these dispatches. According to the Neue 
ITrei Eresse of Vienna the marriage of the 
Princess Elizabeth, who is ouly 20 years 
old, and of Lieutenant Seigfried, who is 
but 32 years of age, took place at Genoa oh 
Sunday, Dec. 10, aud this paper stated that 
Archbishop Reggie performed the cere- 
mony; both the parents of the bride wore 
said to have been present at the ceremony 
and the consent of the Emperor of Austria 
to tha marriage was said to have been 
won "br the princess after repeated tearful 
interflows, during which the youug lady, 
it is stated, threw herself on her knees be- 
fore Francis Joseph and threatened to 
take her life unless the desire of her heart 
was granted. 


The princess was reported to have been 


engaged to the Archduke Franz d'Este, 
heir presumptive to the throne of Austria, 
a handsome and well-educated young: 
man, who has recently returned from u, 
voyage around the world.

Concerning the Most Efficient Form of Organ- 
ization—Tended Agreement That Each Trade 
Must Manage Its Own Affairs. 


A fortnight ago I wrote an article pot- 


&)£? forth my views, In-iufly shitwl, on 
the present condition of labor and ila or- 
ganizations, find iirgina tho rieceb'nty of 
a more thorough muou of Uio \vork«rn' 
forces to moot tho prpwnt distreuafnl 
situation and to propun; for ftilnro ac- 
tion. I heliovo tUiifc labor iniust nuiko un- 
usual rft'orts within tho next 13 months 
ii' it would f ostor its intoruht.-.; that tlicsio 
efforts must bo not only along the linos 
of defense, hut that they must ho ag- 
gressive. Through organization only can 
tliiti groat work ho carried on, arid it ;ip- 
peKirft to mo that ihe fifst tiling to do is 
to build up and strengthen tho tiniony, 
ansoeialions and usbomblios of wnyo- 
•vvorkers. Tho next stop needful is tho 
concentration of effort on matters of 
general concern. 


I think now, as I have thought 1'or 13 


years, that nil tho labor forcun through- 
out this country should bo iilhurl uiidor 
ijotno plan of corlt'odornUon to nchievo 
permanent benofitH for any considerable 
branch of tho industrial army. 
J. know 


that I was not aloiiu in this belief, but 
tluib most -of tho active workers in tho 
labor movement hold similar opinions; 
that tho conflicts which Imvn gio\\nup 
between different wings of the forces of 
organisation wyro di.sfasU'L'ul to tho.Ho 
who wore drawn into them, and that if 
tho start could only bo made all would 
bo willing to co-operate upon lines where 
thero is a, general agreement. 


To mako tho desired start, I nAed two 


dozen men, all "well'known as labor ad- 
vocates, to read my article and give mo 
thuir views upon tho subject. It must 
not ho suppo.sud that I assume to inako 
up a list of tho leaders of labor, and that 
those not on tho list are not worthy of 
consideration. 
Realizing tho valuu of 


tiino in tho work to bn clono, 1 could not 
wait to secure addresses, but sent to 
those whom I know 1 could reach and 
get replies from without delay. Let us 
hope that this %vill bo tho small start 
which will result in bringing out the 
views of thousands who have won tho 
right and have tho knowledge to speak 
for organized labor, and, which is more 
important, will lead on to practical 
steps. 
Most of those solicited favored me 


with replies. It is noticeable, though 
not at all my fault, that the greater part 
of Ihoso whoso letters appear below are 
of tho federation or trado union .school, 
though nearly every one of tho writers 
havo boon Knighls of Labor, and some of 
them aro still members of the order.

How Trees Afl'cct,the Climalo of a Country. 


A wooded country is almost invaria 


bly wet. An average amount of trees 01 
vegetation, brings an average supply o: 
rain, and ty the same rule is the sun's 
heat distributed. As sandy surfaces are 
bad conductors, the climate by day is 
very hot, and as, the cooling effect of the 
earth's radiation is greatest over sane 
the heat passes off at night, and it is 
comparatively cold. As vegetable growth 
receives the rays of the sun and none o: 
them falls on the soil, the temperature o: 
the soil does not rise so high as that o' 
land with no vegetable covering. Hence 
this marked difference. The heat of tho 
day is more equally distributed ove,r the 
24 hours where thero is vegetation, anc 
it is less, intense by day and not so coo! 
by'night. . -

How to Use Mutton Suet as n Household 


Remedy." 


Buy your mutton suet and try it down 


yourself. This is best dona by breaking 
it up. Then place theso in a dripping 
pan and set inside the oven on the upper 
shelf. Every few minutes remove from 
the fire, pour off what fat has melted out 
and squeeze out all you cau from the rest 
with a kitchen spoon. Repeat this until 
all the fat is extracted. All should have 
been poured into a cup previously wet in 
cold water and inverted until needed. 
A little of this applied to cold sores on 
the lips at night will soon cause them to 
disappear. This applies as well to chapped 
hands, but. must be rubbed in before a 
fire Qr some heat to cause the fat to melt. 
It is .almost indispensable for cuts and 
bruises wlieri put on as a bandage. Keep 
the wound clean with a free use of warm 
water a"nd castile soaji. Cover the sur- 
face of the wound with ti bit of old white 
muslin dipped into melted mutton snet. 


How to Treat Clillureix's Catarrh. 


A prominent physician advises cool 


sponge baths twiee a • week in winter 
and oftener in sxirnmer. Theso should 
be given in a warm room, and bo fol- 
lowed by 'friction by ru&bing to pro- 
duce a glow, and,if not followed by a 
chill OB headache the reaction • has been 
prompt and 'beneficial. Begin the. baths 
with warm water for the first one, 
changing gradually to cold in following 
baths. It is best to begin this treatment 
in spring or as long "before winter as con- 
venient,'as they will stimulate the cir- 
culation, prevent colds a,nd act upon the 
nasal membrane and promote the healthy 
action of all the functions of the body. 


Common Sense, Applied 1o tho Gentle Art 


of Beautifying. 


No wise wotnan will leave for the last 


pno of her toilet rites the application of 
powderi To give the face a dab with a 
powder puff after one is dressed is apt to 
leave the mark ot the beautifying proc- 
ess on .the neck and shoulders of the 
gown, and to leave also a very plain line 
of demarcation between the powdered 
face and unpowdered neck. 


Powder, if it must bo used, should be 


put on before tho dress and should bo ap- 
plied evenly to the ears, throat and neck 
as well as. to the face, A powder puff 
should not'be'used, but a piece of cham- 
ois, old flannel or linen. Tne pfowder 
should be carefully removed from • the 
eyelashes and brows with a small brush. 


Powder should" be washed out of the 


pores, not with,soap and water, but with 
a pure'cold cream. If the skin will not 
"h61d" powder," an excellent and h^rm- 
less lotion to put tin before "applying it is 
made of one ounce of glycerin, two 
otmces of water and tho juice of a lemon.

Forces Must Pull Together—Some Differences 


Concerning the Most Efficient Form of Organ- 
ization—Tended Agreement That Each Trade 
Must Manage Its Own Affairs. . 


A fortnight ago I wrote- :m nrtic-lo .Tet-

Iljelicvo thiitlabor must nmkc1 tin- 
usual efforts within the ut:xt 12 months 
if it would foster its intrru.^s; llmtthoso 
efforts must be not only along' the lines 
of defense, Imt that they must bo ag- 
gressive. Through organization only can 
thifi groat work bo carried on, and it ap- 
pears to me that the fip.st thing to do is 
to build up and strengthen the unions, 
associations and ossoHibKos oC wiiKc- 
•vvorkers. Tho next stop needful is tho 
concentration of effort on matters of 
general concern. 


I think now, as I have thought for 15 


years, that all tho labor forces thrun^h- 
o-ut this country should bo allied under 
soino plan of confederation to achiovo 
permanent benefits for any considerable 
branch of tho industrial army. I knew 
that I was not alone in this beliuf, but 
that most -of tho active workers in tho 
labor movement- held uimilar opinions; 
that tho conflicts which havo grovru up 
between different wiuij.s oE the forces of 
organization were distasteful to those 
\vlio v.'ere drawn into them, and that it' 
the start could only be made all would 
be wilb'ng to co-operate upon lines where 
there is a. general agreement. 


To make the desired start, I a'sked two 


dozen men, all •well "known as labor ad- 
vocates, to read my article and give me- 
their views upon the subject. It zanst 
not be supposed that I assume to make 
up a list of the leaders of labor, and that 
those not on tho list are not worthy of 
consideration. 
Realizing tho value of! 


time in the work to be done, I could not 
vrait to secure addresses, but sent to 
those whom I knew I could reach and 
get replies from without delay. Let us 
hope that this will "be- tho small start 
which will result in bringing out the 
views of thousands who have won tlie 
right and have the knowledge to Bpeak 
for organized labor, nnd, which is more 
important, will lead on to practical 
steps. 


Utosfc of those solicited favored me 


with replies. It is noticeable, though 
not at all iny fault, that tlie greater part 
of those- whose letters appear below are 
of tlie federation or t ratio union school, 
though nearly every one of tho writers 
have been Knights of Labor, and some of 
them are still members of the order.

Nothing TVill Do-tTnlesa It Bb Good for » 


Vein1 at Lc:iBt—The Story of Jitck Hull

For a book in which to prtsto the ctit- 


tings almost auy bound volume will do. 
especially if its pages show a wide inar- 
pin and the print can bo readily covered 
by two iviJths of ordinary newspaper 
clippings. The margin may be nsad for 
notes, including dates and, a few ex- 
planatory .memoranda.' The clippings 
should be kept for a week or ao> before, 
tlrey-.are pasted down, because, a Eecond 
judgment may rule them out. Itis quite 
safe to advise collect's that no cutting 
•will do unless it bitla fair, to be fresh and 
intelligible :i year;after it hns been hon- 
ored with a place in . the: scrapbook. If 
the pages become too thick for the cover, 
cnt out two or fchree leaves-after each 
paga filled with the dippings1. 


When there ia the slightest .possibility 


that a scrapbook may be used for. pub; 
liahing. purposes, or that any of its en-, 
tries maybe cut out for other uses, cover 
one page only. But on the page used the 
clippings should be pasted • closely to 
gcther. If possible, each flipping should 
retain the "rule1'' vrhicli'marks the end 
of a printed paragraph or poem.

ttow Trees Affect.the Climalo of a Country. 


A wooded country is almost invaria- 


bly wet. An average amount of trees or 
vegetation, brings an average supply of 
rain, and by the same ' rule is the snn's 
heat distributed. As sandy surfaces ire 
bad. conductors, the climate .by day is 
very-hot* and. as, the. cooling effect of .the 
earth's radiation is greatest over Band 
the heat passes off at night, and it is 
comparatively cold. As vegetable growth 
receives the rays of the sun and none of 
them falls on the soil, the temperature of 
the soil does not rise so high as that of 
land with no vegetable covering. Hence 
this marked difference. The heat of the 
day is more equally distributed over the 
24 hours where there is vegetation, and 
it is less-, intense, by day and not so cool 
by.night.. . -.

. Buy your mutton Eiiet and try it down 
yourself. This is best done by breaking 
it up. Then place these in a dripping 
pan and set inside the oven on the upper 
shelf. Every few minutes remove from 
the fire, pour off what fat has'melted out 
and squeeze out all you can. from the rest 
with a kitchen spo.on. Repeat this until 
all the fat is extracted. 
All should have 


been poured into a cup previously wet in 
cold watef and inverted until needed. 
A little of this applied to cold sores on 
tho lips at night will soori cause them to 
disappear. This applies as we] 1 to chapped 
hands, but.must be rubbed in before a 
nro Or some heat to cause the fat to melt. 
It is,almost indispensable for cuts and 
bruises when put on as a bandage. Keep 
the wound clean with a free-use of warm 
.•water and castile soap. Cover the sur- 
face of the .wound with a bit cf old -white 
muslin dipped into melted mutton sriet.

1 the 
output had fallen to 73,865 tons, and the 
recovery to about ISO.OW)Dec. 1 still leaves 
40 per cent of the force unemployed. 


Over half the -woolen manufacture is 


idle, ^r.i, excepting a, brief recovery in 
November, has been ever since new wool

fear, and stood dazed and pallid until a 
bailiff led him to a chair. 


When Clark Fitzgerald arose to read 


fchc finding of the jury, the prisoner stood 
clutching the back of a chair, eyeing him 
with the most intense eagerness. Hia 
long, bony fingers nervously clasped and 
unclasped thb back of the chair, his 
knees trembled violently, his foca wiia 
flushed, and the spiteful looking mouth 
opened and clom d us though he would 
sny something, but lacked the power to 
speak.

Patrick Eugene John Prendergast, guilty 
of munler in manner and form as charged 
in the indictment, and flx the penalty at 
death."

The eagle that has a national reputation 


as "Old Abe" was captured on Flambenu 
river, near the line between Ashland and 
?rice counties, in Wisconsin, in ISfll, by n 
Chippewa Indian named Chief Sky, and 
was sold by him for a bushel of corn, and 
subsequently disposed ot for S3 to a Mr. 
Mills, who p'rcsanted b£i to Company C of 
the Eighth Wisconsin regiment. 


The bird was named in ionor of President 


Lincoln, and the men of Company C were 
inown as the Eau Claire Engles and the 
Eighth regiment as the Eagle regiment. 
Did Abe accompanied the regiment to tbe 
south and occupied a conspicuous position 
on a perch which was carried alongside of 
;he colors. Bin first pitched battle was at 
Formiiigton, Miss. He was wounded in 
front of Corinth and before Vicksburg, and 
was injured en route from Memphis to Hel- 
ena. From the time he joined the regiment 
until it was finally mustered out of service 
Old Abe was engaged in 36 battles. He al- 
ways announced the approach of an enemy 
by a note of alarm, and at the siege of Cor- 
inth tte rebel general, Price, is said to have 
ordered his men to capture or kill the bird, 
at the same time remarking that he would 
rather capture Old Abe than a whole bri- 
gade. 


When Company C was mustered out it 


was resolved thab Old Abe should be pre- 
sented to the state of Wisconsin, and in 
the autumn of 1864 he was carried back to 
hie native state, and on Sept. 28 he was 
formally accepted by Governor Lewis on 
behalf of the stats. 
During the winter of 


1864-B he was exhibited at the Sanitary 
fair in Chicago, and the sale ol his picture 
and a little pamphlet history of his exploits 
netted to the fund for sick and disabled 
soldiers the sum of $10,000. From that 
time until his death, which occurred in 
1881, 
he was exhibited at fairs, political 


conventions and soldiers' reunions without 
number. 


A model of him was taken by the sculpt- 


or, Leonard W. Volk, and several magnifi- 
cent monuments have been graced with his 
counterfeit presentment. He died March 
26, 1681, presumably from the effects of 
smoke inhaled at u flre in the capital at 
Madison in the earlier part of the year. He 
•was stuffed and now stands in the war 
museum of the state Capitol.

PILLOW LACE MAKING, 


lace making has to a great, extent given way 
to the making of what is called eioip, or 
passementerie, of colored silks, tinsel, etc., 
combined with beads. 


The lace maker of olden days used to sit 


in a little room known as the lace room, 
near the basement window, with her feet 
on a small earthen pan containing hot wood 
ashes in winter, ana when daylight failed 
alie had a clumsy holder in which was stuck 
a long rush, gathered by the children, in 
summer, dried and dipped in any little 
household grease she could spare or beg; 
but these contrivances are out of date now, 
and paraffin reigns supreme, in country 
hnli and cottage. Sometimes her pillow 
rested in her ample lap, sometimes on a 
light stand. Most of the bobbins were of 
•white beech wood, but some were of box or 
oak, and weighted at the lower end with 
multicolored beads, which caused them to 
be called jingle bobbins. The tracing of 
patterns on parchment was a business by 
itself, and the laae trade was in the hands 
of dealers, from whom the women bought 
their thread, silk and pins, payment for 
Tvhich was deducted when they sold their 
finished la«c at prices undreamed of by 
those who paid tenfold as much for it at a 
fashionable shop.

Unable to Find the Alleged Patient. 


The report that a man, suffering from 


small pox had run away from his home on 
Kinsman street, last night, created quite a 
«tir about town this morning, as might 
naturally be expected. 


To have patients suffering from the 


disease but conlined in isolated houses was 
bail enough; but to think of a man afflicted 
w ith the much dreaded sickness, at large 
in the community makes one shudder. 
It seems that the board of health was 


notified last evening of a new case of small 
pox upon Kinsman street by Officer Pro- 
vencher. Tho bosyrd investigated imme- 
diately, but could find no trace of the dis- 
ease. This gave rise to the rumor that 
the man had escaped from the house and 
was already at large. Many people be- 
lieved it, and to a Sux man this moraine; 
a man said he had it on the best of author 
ity that a man having the small pox did 
run away from his home last evening when 
he heard that the board of health had been 
notified. 


Agent Knapp of the board of health 


spoke as follows to a SUN reporter: "Last 
night wo received word from the police 
station that a new case of small pox had 
been discovered up on Kinsman street.

apprenticeship system.

literary education received. 
There is no intention to to:tch a trade,and 
manual training as taught iu the new school 
just opened in the old city hall, is as much 
an educational branch as is grammar or 
arithmetic.

else confounds it with industrial [raining, 
iu which trades are taught arid 
\yliich 


serves instead of the old apprenticeship 
system.

that he can afford to spend two or three 
hours a week at manuul training and keep 
up witu his classmates in other branches.

hours to avoid the operation of the law 
which would increase the school age to fif- 
teen years for all pupils in the schools if 
manual training were incorporated with 
the curriculum. This would be a source 
of inconvenience to many poor families 
who derive some assistance from the earn- 
ings of hoys that perform various kinds of 
liiht work, in mills and elsewhere after the 
age of fourteen years.

With the ruiul properly man- 
aged and protected the interests of all 
mortgage and stockholders would be 
guarded.

The Huud of num. 


Till quilo recently nothing was known 


of either Hobah or ^,the laud of Hum, 
but the Tell Amama letters mention both 
these regions. Letters addressed to Anien- 
ophis III about 14SO B. C. by subject 
chiefs of the southern Lebanon and of 
PJashan occur in this correspondence, which 
describe the great Ilittite invasion of Da- 
mascus about that time, Aidngama, the 
Hittite king of Kadcsh, ou the Orontes 
(now 
Jvndes, south of Enn.'sa), advanced 


along the Bualbec plains and nttacked-tbe 
land of Hobah and reached Damascus by 
the great pass ol the river Abnna, on the 
north. He subsequently invuded the land 
of Am and took various cities in Bashan, 
near Ashteroth Kuruuin], 


From these notices it appears that Hohafi 


was the region north of Damascus, and 
the land of Am or Hum was northern 
Bashan. The line of the ancient raid of 
Chedorlaomer thus becomes quite clear, 
lie probably crossed the Euphrates at 
Carchemish and advanced along the sea 
route which the Assyrians followed much 
Inter when invading Kdom. Tue mountain 
chains were all avoided, and the road fol- 
lowed was that of the famous pilgrim 
route from Damascus to Akaliab, on the 
Red sea, but the farthest point reached by 
the Klamites \\-nn near Petra, and the re-,, 
turn march led up the Jordan valiey and' 
perhaps across Jlcrmon 1o Hnbuh, in the 
southern part of tlie Baal bee plains. AH 
the districts named occur, therej'ore, iu 
teo^ri'.uhic'nl wr-/.iiH'.nce.—Scottish Keview.

Among all the winter's delicacies there is 


Bo cerealia so toothsome to the masculine 
prdate. so eagerly welcomed at tlie first 
meal of the day, and none so ravenously 
dispatched as the national buckwheat pan- 
eake. 
Yon, my young conselceeper, do cot dis- 


pute the tenth of this. But you are a novice 
in the art of cookery. You have only re- 
cently turned your attention to the chafing 
dish, or your domestic fails to prepare the 
genuine article. Tho "pancakes arc sour," 
tlietf "look queer," they refuse "to brown," 
they are os tough and thick as India rubber. 
Nevertheless, if your husband is a healthy, 
well regulated man, it is your bounden 
duty to learn yourself or.teach your "help" 
the preparation of this beau ideal ot gridtllo 
cakes. 


Opinions are diverse as to the wisdom of 


Indulgence in the appetizing dish. Here is 
one noted woman's-condemnation: 


"The healthful, nutritious food; the cool 


and juicy raw fruit,that should'Christianize 
our \vhole day—v^aat Kpod daily bread it 
is! But hon' we love the evil—Satan's ovrn 
emissary in the Ernise of the toothsome 
fried dishes, the griddle cakes swimming 
in butter and loaded in sugar or manu- 
factured sirup, that as the day wears on 
send up ngly little moods, cross words and 
disinclination to work all through our 
naughty being?' 
But, since people will 


have them, let us at least fiud ths proper 
way to make them. 


With the foregoing and other preliminary 


remarks, a writer in Good Housekeeping 
arrives at the all important-"how" to make 
the tempting dish: 


Having previously soaked a cake of 


yeast, pour 4 cttpfuls of lukewarm water 
into a bowl or pitcher. Add IX or 2 level 
teaspoonfuls o£ salt, a Rood handful of yel- 
low cornme.il and the same of wheat flour 
If desired. Stir in enough buckwheat flour 
to make a sti El batter. Beat well and put 
in a warm place to rise over night. This 
rule is sufficient for a family of six. Omit 
the cornmeal and wheat flour if preferred. 
Their addition makes the cakes less raw 
and wet. Next morning pour out a small 
bowlful of the batter for'thenext evening's 
"rising." 


When ready to bake, add to the batter in 


the pitcher one or two tablespoonftils of 
New Orleans molasses or sweet milk, to 
make the cakes au inviting brown. To a 
teacup of tepid water add au even bait 
teaspoonful of soda. Dissolve, and pour 
into the mixture a little at a time. It may 
be necessary to use. but part of the water 
and Pod a. The prime, object is to remove 
the sourness (the batter sours with age) and 
at the same time get the mixture just as 
thin as possible for the cakes to keep thi !r 
shape and turn well. In thinning, some 
cooks use boiling water. My experience 
has been that it makes the cakes doughy.

DEFENDANT HAD SAID. 


Defence to Go On Next Monday—What the 


Government Had to Offer to Prove the 
Embezzlement Charge. 
At the opening of the afternoon session 


the direct examination of Overseer Smith 
was resumed. 
Witness testified to the 


stopping of the process of paying off, when 
Mr. Dmmna was reached. At this lime 
witness saw no envelopes on the bench. 
On cross-examination Mr. SmKb said that 
the defendant was etaittng out to pay dif- 
ferently than ever before, and he paid par- 
ticular" attention to what he was doing. 
Witness admitted that no one censured hiia 
for hia conduct when the payments were 
being made. The evidence was not ad- 
mitted on the objection of Mr. Kichardson. 
During the cross-examination Mr. Burke 
got the witness slightly rattled. 
Paymaster Sherman was recalled to the 


stand aud testified in regard to some de- 
tails. 


Overseer Smith was recalled and said 
that he was suspicious of Hutching from 
something he had heard.

Witness had never let defendant in there 
before inside of a year. The cross exami- 
nation revealed nothing of importance. 
M. M. Mitchell, a watchman who goes 


on at midnight arid works till noon, testi- 
fied that he let Uulcums in on the morn- 
i?ie in question before half past six. 
liutclilns was about twenty-five minutes 
earlier than ever before. 
Frederick Shaw, a runner aeed 10 years, 


had heard of the money being taken. 
Ilutchins had told him previously that he 
«.is short of money, aud had borrowed $10 
from him and paid him back $2 1~>, This 
testimony was objected to by Mr. Burke. 
Witness then enumerated a number of 
debts which the defendant owed to men in 
the shop amounting; to perhaps $20. On. 
the 14th of November, Uutchins wanted 
witness to borrow S200 for him from his 
uncle. 
Hutcuins said he must have it. 


On cross-examination witness said that he 
did not know how much he had saved up 
as bis father took care of it for httn.

Hutchins 
told him that he had taken out the pack- 
ages and placed them on top of the box, 
and when he came to 122 he found a pack- 
age missing-. 
Witness asked him why he 


did not tell Mr. Smith about the loss, and 
he replied that Mr. Smith was no Jriend of 
his. When witness asked Hylchins who 
was there last, he said he went out before 
Mr. Sherman. Hutchins admitted to wit- 
ness tbat he had lost In poker but always 
kept his accounts straight. He also said 
lo witness: 
"The best way out of it for 


me would be to give $279 to the Machine 
Shop, don't you think so?" 
The case rested here until Monday when 


the defence will be heard.

A.TJSTEA.LIAN SALT BUSH, plant would be of 
jreat benefit to onr agricultural interests. 
The Agricultural Journal of Cape Colony 
gives an interesting account of toe succcss- 
[ul experiments made in that portion of the 
world, where the Australian plant has been 
[ntvo'duced through. Baron von Mueller of 
Melbourne. The plant laasbeen found of so 
much valua there and so well adapted to 
the peculiar conditions that the demand for 
the seed has been found far beyond the sup- 
ply. There is a demand not only by the 
settlement, but from outsiders in the belief 
that the plant will be found of inestimable 
benefit wherever there are dcy or salty con- 
ditions. The plant haa bisexual flowers, as 
in all ChenopodiaceiB, on the same plant, 
and occasionally plants with distinct sexes 
on separate plants. The illustration with 
this is of a male plant. It will be seen that 
this species differs from the A. halimus in 
having the flowersscattercid over the whole 
plant in&tead of their being simply terminal, 
ELS in that species. There are of course other 
distinguishing characters. 


Meehan's Monthly, authority for tbe fore- 


going, gives this matter prominent atten- 
tion, thinking it to the interest of our 
people "who may have dry or salty soil to 
introduce the plant, and that it has been 
one of the reproaches of American garden- 
ins and American agr/ultural enterprise 
that they are usually far behind other sec- 
tions of the world in introducing and test- 
Ing valuable plants that would possibly be 
in the best interests of agricultural prog- 
ress to try. 


Transparent Leather. 


Transparent leather many be inanufac- 


turered, according to a French magazine, as 
follows: After the liair has been removed 
from the hide the latter, tightly stretched 
upon a frame, is rubbed with the following 
mixture: Glycerole (20 degrees B.), 1,000 
parts; salicylic acid, 2 parts; picric acid, 2 
parts; boric acid, 25 parts. 


Before the hide is absolutely dry it is 


placed in a room which the rays of the sun 
do nob penetrate and is saturated with n so- 
lution of bichromate of potash. "When the 
hide is very dry, there is applied to-its sur- 
face an alcoholic solution of tortoise Shell, 
and a transparent aspect is thus obtained. 
This leather is exceedingly flexible. It is 
used for the manufacture of toilet articles, 
but thereisnothingtopreventitfrom being 
used as footgear, and perhaps with fancy 


shoes made of it would not prove 


impleasins to tt>3 sight. They would at 
least have the advantage of originality. 


An Inexpensive Electrical Machine. 


Take a glass, expose it to the fire, so that 


Lt shall be perfectly dry, and place it up 
side down up a table. Afterward, take a 
tray perfectly dry and place it upon the 
glass in such away that it shall preservers 
equilibrium. Finally, take a sheet of paper 
slightly smaller than the tray, heat it and 
rub it rapidly with a brush, and it will be- 
come quickly electrified. Then place it up- 
on the tray. 


An industrial journal says that an elec- 


trical machine will thus have been con- 
structed without any expense. If the 1m- 
ger be brousht near the tray a apark will 
appear. 
This spark will be so much the 


brighter and the series of sparks will be so 
much the longer in proportion as the glass 
and trays are drier. 
If while the spmks 


are being drawn from the tray the room in 
which the experiment is performed is dark- 
ened, these sparks will appear extremely 
brilliant.

Few persons are able to distinguish between 
genuine angoras and these hybrids, and 
many ate the unsuspecting buyers who 
have paid a high price for n. common "coou 
cut" worth not more thau £2. 


Squaring the Circle.

Tiiesc are the words of 
the final determination oi1 a controversy 
which is as old as the history of tbe human 
mind. But the race of the circle squarera, 
unmindful ot the verdict of mathematics, 
that most infallible of arbiters, will never 
die out so long as ignorance and the thirst 
for glory shall be united." Such is the 
conclusion of a historical sketch of the 
many attempts to square the circle. 


To Rejupim Old Trays.

That the road 
will not suffer further embarrassment, it 
it* iu>i:esd»iry to secure efficient operation of 
the property and harmony in connection 
of directors. With the road properly man- 
aged aud protected the interests of all 
mortgage and

guarded. 


Individually he could only present a

should have prior claim aud recognition, 
and under that custom and rule he should 
appoint as receiver Mr. Platt. However, 
he would hear the case further. 


The Hart faction were much disap- 
pointed at the result of the hearing and 
arc still wondering how they were side- 
tracked.

Hart, to summon before him in court

referring all papers in the hands of tbe city 
council to the council of 1894.

The following resolutions were passed in 


concurrence: to lay a concrete sidewalk ou 
Kiglith street. 


The resolution to extend First street was 


then read and occasioned a little debate. 


Councilman O'Sullivan desired to know 


what amount of expense would be involv- 
ed in laying outthe street. Upon learning 
that a resolution, was before the council 
calling for §20,000 for tbe improvement, 
he said he believed in rcceivin.tr lighten the 
matter and not baye tbe council endeavor 
to swallow too large a lump. 


Councilman Tryder, said this was no 


extravagant expenditure and if lUe resolu- 
tion is passed the city will get a return for 
the money expended and the improvement 
will prove a grand investment.

Forces Must Pull Together—Some Differences 


Concerning tlie Most Efficient Form of Organ-! 


ization—Tended Agreement That Each Trade 
Must Manage Its Own Affairs.

A fortnight ago I wrote an article sot- 


Mug forth ray views, briefly stated, 011 
the present condition of labor and ita or- 
ganizations, and urging tho necessity of 
a more thorough union of tlio; workers' 
forces to nieot the present distressful 
situation and to prepare for future ac- 
tion, I believe that labor mast make un- 
usual efforts within tho next 13 months 
if it would foster its interests; that these 
efforts must bo not only along tho linos 
of defense, but that they must- bo 
gressire. Through organization only can 
this groat work bo carried on, and it ap- 
pears to mo that tho first- thing to do is 
to build up and strengthen tho unions, 
associations and assemblies of wage- 
workers. Tho next stop.'necdfnl is tho 
concentration of effort on matters of 
general concern. 


I think now, as I have thought for 15 


years, that all tho labor forces through- 
out'this country should bo allied under 
souio plan of confederation to achieve 
permanent benefits for any considerable 
branch oE tho industrial army. I know 
that I was not alono in this belief, but 
,that most of tho active workers in tho 
labor movcmont held similar opinions; 
that the conflicts which have grown up 
between different wings of the forces of 
organization were distasteful to those 
who were drawn into them, and that if 
tho start could only be made all would 
be willing to co-operate upon lines where 
there is a general agreement. 


To make the desired start, I asked two 


dozen men, all well known as labor "ad- 
vocates, to read my article and give me 
their views upon tho subject. It must 
not be supposed that I assume to make 
up a list of tho leaders of labor, and thai; 
those not on the list are not worthy of 
consideration. 
Realizing tlio value of 


time in tho work to bo done, I could not 
•wait to secure addresses, but sent to 
thoso whom I know I could reach and 
get replies from without delay. Let us 
hope that this will bo tho small start 
which will result in bringing out the 
views of thousands who have won the 
right and have tho knowledge to speak 
for organized labor, and, which is more 
important, will lead on to practical 
steps. 
• Most of thoso solicited favored me 
with replies. It is noticeable, though 
not at all my fault, that the greater part 
of those whose letters appear below aro 
of. the federation or trade union school, 
though nearly every one of the writers 
have been Knights'of Labor, aud some of 
them are still members of the order. 


The general assembly of tho Knights 


of Labor, at its recent session, instructed 
its general officers to take steps looking 
toward a conference of representatives 
of all industrial organizations, and that 
action practically pledges all Knights to 
this new movement. 


With P. J. McGhiire, secretary of the 


Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners 
of North America, more than any other, 
I have discussed the question under con- 
sideration, therefore ifc is a pleasure to 
present below his views covering all the 
main points:

My remedy 
would bo to keep on trying, but in.the mean- 
time cultivate harmony between ] the various 
organizations looking toward united political 
action, as that must be the ultimate means of 
redemption. When, as .chairman of the first 
committee on constitution of the Knights of 
Labor, I proposed the declaration of princi- 
ples that ;iYas adopted, I .held" there was, but 
one way to carry it 'into practical operation, 
and that was by political action. While Mr. 
Powdorly held a. .different opinion for .years, 
we agreed to disagree, and he never found 
fault with me for favoring such, 'a plan, oven in, 
the assemblies of the order. -."

A •wooded country is almost invaria- 


bly wet. An average amount of trees or 
vegetation" brings an average supply of 
fain, and by the same rule is the sun's 
heat distributed. As sandy surfaces are 
b'ad conductors, the climate by day , is 
very hot, and as the cooling effect of the 
ea'fth's radiation1 'is gi'eatest1 over sand 
the heat passes off at' night, and it is 
comparatively cold. 'As vegetable growth 
receives the rays of. the sun and none of 
them falls en the soil, the temperature of 
the soil does not rise so high as. that of 
land with no vegetable covering. Hence 
.this marked difference. The heat of the 
day ia more equally distributed over the 
24 hours where there '.is vegetation, and 
it is less ; intense by day and not so cool 
by night.

A Symposium Of Opsnions From 


Forces Must Pull Together—Some Differences 


Concerning the Most Efficient Form of Organ- 
ization—Tended Agreement That Each Trade 
Must Manage Its Own Affairs. 


A fortnight ago I Tvrotc ;LH article fat- 


ting forth my views, "briefly .^UiL'.-il, on 
the present condition ol' labor and its or- 
ganization.s, and urging the i]pr;oK«ity ot: 
a more thorough union of tho workers' 
forces to meet tho present diatrcusl'u] 
situation and to prepare for future ac- 
tion. Ibelicvo tlmtlabor innst Jii;;koun- 
usual efforts \vithm the next 12 months 
if it ^'onld foster its internets; thut those 
efforts must bo not only iilorig tho lines 
of defense, but that they must l:u ag- 
gressive. Through organization only can 
this great work bo carried on, and it ap- 
pears to ino that the first thing to do is 
to build up and strengthen the unions, 
associations and assemblies of vago- 
workerg. The next step needEnl is Lhc 
concentration of effort on matters o£ 
general concern. 


I think now, as I have thought for 15 


years, that all tho labor forcej through- 
out this country should bo allied under 
some plan of confederation, to achieve 
permanent benefits for any considerable 
branch of the industrial nnny. I knew 
that I was not alone in this belier, but 
that most of tlie active vrorkcrn in tho 
labor movement held flhiiihu1 opinions; 
that the conflicts which have grownup 
between different wings of the forces of 
organization -were distasteful to those 
who "were drawn into them, and that if 
tho start could only be laado all would 
be willing to co-operate upon Ihiea whero 
there is a general agreement. 


To make the desired start, I asked two 


dozen men, all well known JLS labor ad- 
vocates, to read my article and give mo 
their views upon the subject. It must 
not be supposed that I assume to make 
up a list of the leaders of labor, and that 
those not on the lint .ire not worthy of 
consideration. 
Realizing the value of 


time in tho work to bo done, I could not 
wait to secure addresses, but Kent to 
those whom I knew I could reach and 
got replies from -without delay. Let us 
hope that this will bo tho small start 
which will result in bringing out the 
views of thousands who have Avon the 
right and have tho knowledge to speak 
for organized labor, nnd, winch is jnoro 
important, will lead on to practical 
steps. 
• Most of thoso solicited favored me 
with replies. It is noticeable, though 
not at all my fault, that the greater part 
of those whose letters appear below aro 
of the federation or trade union school, 
though nearly every one of the writers 
have beenKuights'of Labor, and some of 
them are still members of tho order. 


The general assembly of tho Knights 


of Labor, at its recent session, instructed 
its general officers to take steps looking 
toward a conference of representatives 
of all industrial organizations, and that 
action practically pledges all Knights to 
this new movement. 


With P. J, JVIcGhiire, secretary of the 


Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners 
of North America, more than any other, 
I have discussed the question under con- 
sideration, therefore it is a pleasure to 
present below his views covering all the 
main points:

.FUI, SCRAPBOOK. 


Notliins TTH1 Do Unless it Be Good for a 


Year at Least—Tlie Story of Jack 
wild 


Jill—Treos anil Climate. 
For a hoot.in \Thich to pasta the cut- 


tings almost any bound volnme will do, 
"specially if its pages show a wide mar- 
gin and tha prirct can be. readily covered 
by two widths of ordinary newspaper 
clippings. The margin may be used for 
notes, including dates and a few ex- 
planatory memoranda. The clippings 
should he kept for a week or so before 
they are pasted down,'because a second 
judgment may ru'lo them out. It is quite 
safe to advise collects that no cutting 
will do unless it bids fair to be fresh, and 
intelligible a year after it/has been hon- 
ored with a place-in the scrapbook. Ii 
'the pages: Ijecpme too thicK for the coyer, 
cut ont tvrb or three leave's after each 
page filled; .with the'clippings.. , 


When there is the slightestvpossibility 


that a scrapbook rnaj~ be used for pub- 
lishing purposes, or that any of its en- 
tries maybe out out for. othsruses, cover 
one page only. But on the page used the 
clippings should be pasted, closely to- 
gether. If possible, each clipping should 
retain the. "rnle" which marks the end 
of a printed 'paragraph or poem. The 
column lines need .not be retained. In 
'fact it is best to cut .newspapers always 
along these lines. 
Bagged edges of 


course should be avoided, and the muci- 
lage with which the clippings are pasted 
ftown sho-uld be used sparingly, lest it 
ooze through the paper or exude from 
under the edges. Flour paste is better 
than' mucilage, and what is known as 
photographer's paste is excellent. 


How to Account SOT the Story of "Jock 


and Jill." 


The term '%ack 'and Jill" evidently 


took its name from two liquid measures 
bearing the same name and commonly 
in use in former. Says. "Jack" was a 
waxed leather pitcher, and a "gill," or 
"jill," was, as now, a metal measure of 
capacity.

llow Trees Affect the Climate of a Country, 


A wooded country is almost invaria- 


bly wet. An average amount of trees or 
vegetation brings an average supply of 
rain, and by the same rule is the sun's 
heat distributed. As sandy surfaces are 
bad conductors, the climate by day is 
very hot, and as the cooling effect of the 
earth's radiation is greatest over sand 
the heat passes ofi at' night, and it is 
comparatively cold. As vegetable growth 
receives the rays of the sun and none of 
them falls on the soil, the temperature of 
the soil does not rise so high as .that of 
land with no vegetable covering. Hence 
this marke'd difierence. The heat of the 
day is more equally distributed over the 
24 hours where there is vegetation, and 
it is less; intense by day and not so cool 
by night.

How to Use Mutton Suet.as a-Household 


Remedy. 


Boy your mutton suet and try it down 


yourself. This is best done by breaking 
.it up. Then, place these, in a dripping 
pan and set inside the oven on the upper 
shelf. Every few minutes remove from 
the fire, pour off what fat has melted out 
and squeeze out all 7cm-can from the rest 
with a kitchen spoon. . Repeat this until 
all the fat is extracted. All should hare 
been poured into a cup previously wet in 
cold water and inverted -until needed. 
A little of this applied to cold sores on 
the lips at night will soon cause them to 
disappear.,This applies as well to chapped 
hands, .but most be rubbed in before a 
.fire or some heat to cause the fat to melt. 
It is almost indispensable for cuts and 
bruises when put on as a bandage. Keep 
the wound clean with a free use of warm 
water and'castile soap. Cover tlie sur- 
face of the wound with a bit of old white 
muslin dipped into melted mutton suet. 


Bow to-Treat Children's Catarrh. 


A' prominent physician advises cool 


sponge baths twice a week in winter 
and oftener in summer. These should 
be given' in a warm room, and be fol- 
lowed by friction • by rubbing fo pro- 
duca a glow, and if not followed by a 
chill or headache the-rsaction has been 
prompt and beneficial. Begin "the baths 
with warm water for the first one, 
changing gradually to '• cold 'in following 
baths.1 'It is best to begin this treatment 
in spring or as long before winter as con- 
venient,.'as they will stimulate the cir- 
culatioii; prevent colds and act upon tha 
inasal membrane and promote the healthy 
action of all the functions of. the body. 


Common Sense Applied to the Gentle Art 


of Beautifying. 


No wise woman will leave-for the last 


one of her toilet xites <the application of 
powder. To give the face a dab with a 
powder pu.fi after one is dressed is apt to 
leave the mark of the beautifying proc- 
ess on the neck and, shoulders of the 
gown, and to leave also a ver-y plain line 
of demarcation'between the powdered 
face and unpowdered neck. 


Powder, if it; must be used, should be 


put on 'before 'the dress and should be ap- 
plied evenly ,to the ears, throat and neck 
as .well as to the face. • A powder puff 
should not.be used, but a piece of-t cham- 
ois, old flannel: or line/n, , .The powder 
should be carefully removed from the 
eyelashes-and brows with a small brush. 


Powder . should ,be..w-ashed out of ..the 


pores, not .with.soap and water, but with 
a pure,cold cream. If the skin-will not 
"hold"-powder, 'an excellent and-•harm- 
less lotion to put on before applying it ia 
made of one ounce of glycerin, two 
ounces of water and the juice.of alemon.

Harrison, fennel the prisoner guilty yes- 
terday afternoon, and recommended th&3 
he be hanged. 


The verdict produced a profound sensa- 


fiion in the courtroom. Prendergast was 
brought into court and heard his doom, 
lie was apparently almost paralysed with 
fear, and stood dazed and" pallid until a 
bailiff led him to a chair. 


When Clerk Fitzgerald arose to read 


the finding ot the jury, the prisoner stood 
clutching tho buck of a chair, eyeing him 
with th« moat intense eagernu&s. 
His 


long, bony fingers nervously clasped and 
unclasped tha back ot the chair, his 
knees trembled violently, his face was 
Hushed, and the spiteful looking mouth 
opened and olo«-d asi though he would 
say Hdiuethiug, but lacked the power to 
speak. 
">Vu, the int'.v, find 
the defendant, 


Patrick Eugene John Prendergast, guilty 
ot munlt'i' in manner and form us charged 
in (he indictment, and fix the penalty at 
death." 


Ji'itzgerald's voice, clear and calm, read

utter coward. ITis face turned pale, he 
opened his mouth to speak, but only a 
faint murmur came from between his hob 
and quivering lips.

Government Awaiting the Arrival of 


Few Ships. 


N, DPC. 80.—The Times today pub- 


lishes the following dispatch fiom Rio do 
Janeiro: 


During the past week the custom honse 


lias been closed on account ot the firing 
from Cobras island. 
The government 


forts continue pounding Fort Villegaig- 
rion. 
The rumor of a naval fight near

Admiral Da G-ama has withdrawn his 


force sfrom Governor's island: he states 
that the number of men he can dispose of 
la not sufficient to occupy such a large 
island, and he prefers to concentrate his 
forces on board th*e ships. From lorts 
Cobras and Villagaignon the insurgents 
continue firing upon the shore front, ren-

How It Looks at Rio. 


The present situation is as follows: Ad- 


miral t>a Garna's forces number 1200 men, 
und he proposes keeping the government 
In check by han-assing the troops OB. the 
Litteral until the arrival oC the insur- 
gents from the south, and then attack 
northward. IfDaGama is able to hold 
out until the arrival ot the insurgent re- 
miCorcemeiits he will probably meet with 
success. 
The present position ot! tho in- 


surgents at Rio do Janeiro is extremely 
critical. Without aid Admiral Da Gama 
eannot holdout. 
The government will 


nwait the ai rival of the new ships, and 
attack in force, opening fire with all tha 
shore artillery, Mnd using every effort to 
crush Admiral Da Gama. 


The result of the revolution greatly de- 


pends upon the advance of the inmirgents 
during the next 10 days. 


Advices from the south state that In- 


surgent General Saraiva has defeated 2000 
men under General Lima on the frontier 
o£ Parana and that he is now pursuing 
them. 
Letters received here from Rio Grande 


do Sul, dated Dec. 12, say that there are 
1000 soldiers in that city and that 4000 in- 
surgents are in close proximity to the city. 


The Situation at Deatorro. 


Advices from Desterro say that the in- 


surgent army numbers 14,000 men, but 
that they are in need of ammunition. 
The government has reoccupied Mucangua 
island after a sharp skirmish. I spent two 
hours on Friday on board the Tamandare 
with Admiral DaGama, while the Arniacao 
battery was firing. Four shells struck the 
ship. One of them pierced her starboard 
quarter, exploding between decks. 


Admiral Da Gama states that if any 


discontent is apparent on account of his 
monurchial opinions he will offer to re- 
sign his command. 


ARE THEY MARRIED? 


Bavarian Prbionss and a Soldier Mixed 


tip In a Scandal. 


BEKLIN, Dec. 30.—The Nous Nachrichten 


of Munich on Dec. 5 last announced that 
on the Sunday previous, Dec. 3, at Genoa, 
Princess Elizabeth of Bavaria had been 
married to Lieutenant Seigfried Auf But- 
tenheim of the Bavarian army. 
This 


news caused a decided sensation, as the 
princess is a granddaughter of the Em- 
peror of Austria as well as a grand- 
cmughter of the Prince Regent of Ba- 
varia. 
But the sensation which "the report of 
the marriage created is as nothing to the 
consternation caused in imperial and 
royal circles yesterflay by the announce- 
ment made by The Germania, which de- 
clares that Princess Elizabeth was not 
married to Lieutenant Siegfried; that she 
is not now married to him, although they 
are living togethei'. 


The Germania gives other news which 
is nadoxibtedly most painful to the 
relatives of the princess; but as it is not 
fit to be published, it is not contained in 
these dispatches. According to the Neue 
Fred Presse ol Vienna the marriage of the 
Princess Elizabeth, who is only 20 years 
old, and ot Lieutenant Seigfried, who is 
but b!3 years of age, took place at Genoa on 
Sunday, Dec. 10, and this paper stated that 
Archbishop Keggio performed the cere- 
mony; both the parents of the bride were 
said to have been present at the ceremony 
and the consent of the Emperor of Austria 
to the marriage was said to have been 
won fay the princess after repeated tearful 
interviews, during which the young lady, 
it is stated, threw hei'self on her knees be- 
fore Francis Joseph and threatened to 
take her life unless the desire of her heart 
•was granted. 
The princess was reported to have been 


engaged to the Archduke Franz d'Este, 
heir presumptive to the throne of Austria, 
a handsome and well-educated jroung 
man, wto has recently returned from a 
voyage around the world. 


Campos' Tuslc. 


LONDON, Dec. 30.—A Madrid dispatch 
says that concessions have already been 
obtained which will facilitate General 
Campos' task when he goes to the sul- 
tan's court to discuss the steps leading to 
a settlement. The most difficult of the 
Hettlement will he the attempt to induce 
the sultan to pay an indemnity large 
enough to satisfy public opinion in Spain. 


IN "PARLIAMENT. 


Discussion Regarding tlio Settlement of 


International Disputes. 


LONDON, Dec. 30.—In the house of com- 


mons further correspondence was placed 
belore the members in regard to the pro- 
posals of the Tjnited States for the settle- 
ment of international disputes. 
The 


papers include » letter from Secretary 
Gresham to Mr. Paunoefote, dated Dec. 4 
of the present year. 


Solicitor General Rigby, replying to a 


question from James H. Dalzell, said that 
the Duke of Edinburgh does not cense to 
be a British subject by swearing alle- 
giance to a foreign state. 
Mr. Gladstone, replying to Mr. Laboxi- 


chere, who asked whether there was any 
hope of an early evacuation of Egypt, as 
promised, said that it was undesirable "to 
add anything to the statement already 
made on the subject. 
Any negotiations 
must obviously take place, with Turkey 
and not with the khedive. 


India's iPiiuinolal Crisis. 


Lom>ox, Dec,. 30,—A dispatch to The- 


Times from Calcutta says thnt the go'-- 
ernmenfc continues to disregard all ap 
peals to it to declare its intentions in re- 
gard to the silver question. There is no 
sign of'the financial crisis coming to an 
ending.

TWO~TKAMPS KILLED. 


They Had, Wltli Others, Been Drinking 


Alcohol and Aconite. 


ATTLT3BOEO, Mass., 
Dec. 80. — Two 


tramps, wlkrae names are not known, met 
their death last night, and two others, 
Creese Jones of Pittgburg and John Mo- 
Lane of New York, were made deadly sick 
by drinking a concoction of nJcohol aud 
aconite, purchased at one of the drug 
stores. Jones purchased the stuff, and a 
company of eight drank from the bottle 
ot 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
During the evening they applied for 


lodgings at the Dunham street jail, and 
at 9 o'clock all were taken suddenly ill. 
The tw'o unknown tramps started for as- 
sistance, but before reaching the street 
dropped dead in the jail yard. 


They were discovered by a citizen, who 


called Medical Examiner Holdeu, who 
saved the lives o£ Jones and McLane. 
The other four members of the party, 


fearing arrest, fled. At midnight they 
were found at North Attleboro apparently 
well. 


FAVORED BY DEMOCRATS. 


Results of a Canvass ITor Opinions on an 


Income Tax. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—The World today 


says that it has collected the opinions of 
men in all parts of the United States on 
the subject of an income tax, and prints 
what is said about the proposed tax by 
ex-President Harrison, the governors of la 
states and territories, and by a few promi- 
nent western politicians. 
Ex-President 


Harrison, it says, speaks guardedly, but 
the governoi-s speak almost without re- 
serve. The governors of North and South. 
Carolina, Georgia, Tennessee, Indiana, 
Arkansas and Utah, all Democrats, are 
unqualifiedly 
and enthusiastically in 
favor of such a tax. The Republican gov- 
ernors of Nebraska and Idaho and the 
governor of West Virginia oppose it. The 
Democratic governor of Mississippi has no 
opinion, and is content to let the states- 
men of the country decide. The People's 
party governor of Kansas is in favor o£ an 
income tax unless nothing better presents 
itself.

HaworHi, Bugcne S. Ilylan, >Vod Jlorno, 
Chas. IS. Howe, C. L. K.napp, Chas. Little- 
field, Thou. 0 . McDonald, O. AY. Pierce, 
Harry B. Hice, Jesse JC. SUepard, W. II.1 
Spalding, E. "W. Hates, E. L. White. 


The election of president for the ensuing 
year resulted in the unanimous choice of 
Capt. George A. Hansccnn.

That portion of the report that dwelt on 


the panic was as follows: The substantial, 
well grounded character of. ouv local indus- 
tries was well tested in Iliat storm. We.i 
had no Wall street industrials lo which 
manufacturing is but an incident, and 
stock speculations the main object. 


While through Lhe.skntikage oE orders 


and the lack or banking facilities at the 
great commercial centers to move our pro- 
ducts there were temporary shutclowns',and 
in all instances a curtailment of torce, hut 
one manufacturing company failed because 
of tlie crisis, and that a new, small but 
promising corporation, that hardly com- 
pleted its organization. But two merchants 
are reported as having assigned. 
The banks, 
financial 
legislation and 


labor formed subjects of interesting por- 
tions of.the report, nnd that part which, 
referred' lo the business outlook read: 
The products of the Lowell manufactur- 


ers, especially those in textiles, are large- 
ly the necessaries of life and are constantly 
demanded by the rich, and poor allies; with, 
limited production it is natural to assume 
that the stocks of such goods in the mer- 
chants' hands are rapidly beiug depleted. 
Making due allowance for the loss in the 
purchasing power of the people through 
losses and shutdowns, there should be an 
extraordinaiy demand for our products at 
an early date to replete their stock. 
The report concluded with, a lengthy re- 


ference to the charter act. 
Mr. Smith then spoke briefly on the rea- 


sons why the board had asked of the legis- 
lature the privilege of a chance to have the 
voters record their opinion on the matter 
of a new charter. 
He asked that the license rommiltee be 


authorized to make such changes in the 
bill which it was proposed to present to 
the legislature as would make it cleaner 
and better denned. On motion of Mr. Co- 
nant the board voted to grant the request. 


Mr. Smith, then, advised that all action of 


the committee be committed to paper. 


He also moved that the board authorize 
the committee on highways to increase its 
membership, according to its needs, by the 
addition of new members. 
A communication was then read from

HISTOBY OF A WIDELY REPUTED 


BIRD. 


Industrious Insects That Have Won Famn 


as Homo J)uUtters—A Heguhir Young 
Turk—1'acts for YOUIIR; 1'olks. 


The eagle that hsib a national reputation 


as "Old Abe" was captured oil Flambeau 
river, near the line between Ashluud aud 
Price comities, in Wisconsin, in 3801, by it 
Chlppewa Indian named Chief Sky, and 
was sold by him for a bushel of corn, and 
subsequently disposed of for 95 to a Mr. 
Mills, who presented h A,; to Company C ot 
the Eighth Wisconsin irgiiHcnt. 


The bird was named in honor o£ President 


Lincoln, aud the men oC Company C were 
known as the Kan Ciuire lOngles and the 
Eighth regiment as tho Eagle regiment. 
Old Abe accompanied the regiment to (he 
south and occupied a conspicuous position 
on a perch which was carried alongside of 
the colors. His first pitched battle was at 
Fanningtoii, Mi^s. ile was wounded in 
front oC Corinth and before Vickhbnrg, and 
was injured en route from Memphis to Hel- 
ena. Ft'oui the time he joined the rogiment 
until it wus finally mustered out of service 
Old Abu was engaged in 38 battles. He al- 
ways announced the approach ot an enemy 
by u note ol alarm,"and at the bicge of Cor- 
inth the rebel general, Price, is wiid to have 
ordered liis men to capture or Kill the bird, 
at tho same time remarking thai he would 
rather capture Old Abe than a whole bri- 
gade. 
When Company C was mustered out it 


was resolved that Old Abe should be pre- 
sented to the state of AVisconsin, nnd in 
the autumn of 186-1 he was carried buck to 
his native state, and on Sept. 30 (IP \v«s 
formally accepted by Governor Lewis on 
behalf of thostate. 
During the winter of 


1804-5 he wus exhibited at the Sanitary 
fair in Chicago, and the fettle of his picture 
and a little piimyhlethislary of his exploits 
netted to the iand for hick and dihabled 
soldiers the .sum of $10,000. From Unit 
time until his death, which occurred in 
1881, 
he was exhibited at fairs, political 


conventions and soldiers' reunions without 
number, 


A model of him wasluken by thesculpt- 


or, Leonard W. Volk, and several magnifi- 
cent monuments have been graced with his 
counterfeit presentment, lie died March 
26, 1881, presumably from the effects of 
smoke inhaled at a fire in the capltol at 
Madison in the earlier part of the yeur. He 
was stuffed and now stands in the war 
museum of the state capitol. 


An Old Timt3 Juclimtry. 


The oldest cotUige iiidiiblry of Kngland is 


pHlow lace makang, which dates from the 
sixteenth century. It bub flourished aud 
languished by fits aud starts, according to 
the encouragement lent by the royally und 
others of high estate. At the present date

lace making has to a great extent given way 
to the making of what is called gimp, or 
passementerie, of colored silks, tinsel, etc., 
combined with beada. 


The lace maker of olden days used to sit 


in a little room, known as the lace room, 
near the basement window, with her feet 
on a small earthen pun containing hot wood 
ashes m winter, and when daylight failed 
she had a clumsy holder in which was stuck 
a long rush, gathered by the children in 
summer, dried and dipped in any little- 
household grease she could spare or beg; 
but these contrivances are out of date 7iow, 
und paraffin roigus supreme, in country 
liall and cottage. Sometimes her pillow 
rested iu her ample lap, sometimes on a 
light stand. Most of the bobbins were o£ 
white beech wood, but some were of box or 
oak, and weighted at tho lower end with 
multicolored beads, which caused them to 
be called jingle bobbins. The (racing of 
patterns on parchment was a business by 
itself, and the lace trade was in the hands 
o£ dealers, from whom the women bought 
their thread, Bilk and pins, p.iyment for 
which was deducted when they sold their 
finished luce at prices undreamed o£ by 
those who paid tenfold as much for it at a 
fashionable shop.

HISTORY OF A WIDELY REPUTED 


BIRD. 


Industrious Insects That Have Won Faim. 


as Home IJullOers—A Hoj-ular Tonne 
Turk—1'acis for YOUUR Folhs. 


The eagle that has a national rep-jtatiou 


as "Old Abe" was captured on Flambeau 
river, near the lino between Ashland and 
Price counties, in Wisconsin, in :S01, by a 
Chippewa Indian named Chief! Sky and 
was sold by him for a bushel of corn, and 
subsequently disposed of for 85 to a. All- 
Mills, who presented b^ to Company C of 
the Eighth Wisconsin iTgiment. 


The bird was named iu honor of President 


Lincoln, aud the men o£ Company C were 
known us the Eau Ciaii-o Eagles and the 
Eighth regiment us the Eagle regiment. 
Old Abe accompanied the regiment to the 
south and occupied a conspicuous position 
on a perch which was carried alongside of 
the colors. His first pitched battle was at 
Farmiugton, Miss. He was wounded iu 
front of Corinth and before Vicksburg and 
was injured en route from Memphis to Hel- 
ena. From the time he joined the regiment 
until it was finally mustered out of service 
Old Abe was engaged in 36 battles. He ill- 
ways announced the approach of au enemy 
by a note of alarm,"and at the siege of Cor- 
mth the rebel genera], Price, is said to have 
ordered his men to capture or kill the bird 
at the same time remarking that he would 
rather capture Old Abe than u. whole brl- 
gail e. 


When Company C was mustered out it 


was resolved that Old Abe should be pre- 
sented to the state of Wisconsin, and in 
the autumn of 1864 he was carried back to 
bis native .state, and 011 Sept. 20 lie was 
formally accepted by Governor Lewis on 
Jchulf of the state. 
During the winter of 


1804-0 he was exhibited at the Sanitary 
fair in Chicago, and the sale of his picture 
and a little pampblethisLory of his exploits 
netted to the fund for sick aud disabled 
soldiers the sum of $10,000. From that 
time until bis death, which 'occurred iu 
1881, he was exhibited at fairs, political 
conventions arid soldiers' reunions without;

MANUAL T11A1NING. 


The Times condemns the action of the 


school board in appointing a committee to 
take steps to secure, if possible, such a 
modiUeation of chapter 081 oi: the acts of 
1801,as will allow the introduction of man- 
ual training in whicly there is no intent, 
to teach any particular trade, into the pub- 
lic schools without involving an advance oE 
the school age. 


The chief reason given by that critic is 


thai— 


"There is a strong reaction at the pres- 


ent time to the old rule of imparting only 
the throe "Rs" and 
imparting "these 


thoroughly. The idea of tliu manual tij.ui- 
Ing school was an oit'sprmg of this reaction 
nnd the dying out of the old apprentice 
system." 


There is a reaction in the direction ot 


more practie.il and useful education, but 
there is no attempt made by educators or 
by authors of any system of manual train- 
ing to furnish a substitute for tho old 
apprenticeship system. 
The aim is to 


train the eye, the hand and the judgment 
and thus to give a practical turn to the 
literary education received. 
There is no intention to teach a. tradf.and 
manual trainingas taught in tnenpiv school 
just opened in the old city hall, is as much 
an educational branch as is grammar or 
arithmetic. 


The Times writer evidently does not 


know what is meant by manual train hi:; or 
else confounds it with industiial training, 
in which trades aie taught and which 
serves instead of the old apprenticeship 
system. 


The universal testimony of educator's in 


regal cl to manual training, is, that it so 
quickens the faculties of the pupil that his 
progress in other studies is more rapid and 
that he can afford to spend two or three 
hours a week at manual traininc and keep 
up with his classmates in other blanches. 


At present this city is obliged to conduct 


the manual training school after clay school 
hours to avoid the operation of the law 
which would increase the school ago to fif- 
teen years for all pupils in the schools it 
manual training were incorporated with 
the curriculum. This would be a source 
of inconvenience to many poor families 
who derive some assistance from the earn- 
ings of boys that perform various kiucls of 
light work in mills and elsewhere after the 
ago of fourteen years. 


The Times critic does not seem to know 


what t jie school board wants. There is no 


school age 


wherever industrial training or instruction 
in trades is given in connection with the 
public schools, but the board wants the 
right to have manual training taught as 
any other educational branch without any 
change in the school age. When some news- 
paper editors and a sufficient number of 
legislators are enlightened upon tho real 
meaning of manual training; they will prob- 
ably be icacly to regard it as any other or- 
dinary branch of study and on the same 
basis as writing, drawing or any other 
branch iu which pupils -ire required to use 
heir hands. 


"Tho expediency of establishing a ajan- 


ual training school here is at least a matter 
of debate" says this writer, 
it is a matter 


of debate only among those who are ig- 
norant of its aims and objects as the Times 
wliter seems to be. 
In this legardLowell,

The aim is to

and thus to give a practical turn to the 
literary education received. 


There is no intention to (each a trade,and 
manual training as taughlin the new school 
just opened in the old city hall, is as much 
an- educational branch as is grammar or 
arithmetic. 


The Times writer evidently does not 


know what is meant, by manual training or 
else confounds it with industrial Irahiiug, 
in which trades are [aught ami which 
serves instead of the old apprenticeship 
system. 


The universal testimony of educators in 


regard to manual training,' is, t'.iat it so 
quickens the faculties of the pupil that ills 
progress in other studies is more rapiJ and 
that he can afford to spend two or three 
hours a week at manual training and keep 
up with his classmates in other branches. 


At present this city is obliged lo conduct 


the manual training school after day school 
hours to avoid the operation of the law 
which would increase the school age to fif- 
teen years for all pupils in the schools if 
manual training were incorporated witli 
the curriculum. This would be a source 
of inconvenience to many poor families 
who derive some assistance from the earn- 
ings of boys that perform various kinds of 
light work in mills and elsewhere after the 
age of fourteen years.

Till quite recently nothing was known 


of either^ Hobah or vtho laud of Ham, 
but the Tell Amnrna letters mention both 
he.se regions. Ijctiets addressed to Amcu- 
ophis III about 14SO B. C. by subject 
chiefs of. the southern. Lebanon and of 
Bashan occur in t his correspondence,which 
describe tho great Hittite invasion of Da- 
mascus, about that time. Aidugama, the 
[littito king of Kadesh, on the Orontt-s 
now Kades, .south of lOiaiesn), advanced 
ilong the Baulbec plains anil nUneked tho 
and of Hobah and reached Damascus by 
tho great pass of tho river Aliauu, on the 
•lorth. He subsequently invaded the land 
ol Am and took various cities in Bashan, 
near Ashteroth Knrnaim. 


From these notice." it appears thatHobsR 


was the region noith ot Damascus, and 
;he land of Am or Ham was northern 
Bashau. The line of the ancient raid of 
Chedorlaomer thus becomcs*quite clear. 
He probably crossed thu Euphrates ot 
Carchemish and advanced aloug tho sea 
roufco which the Assyrians followed much 
later when invading Edom. Tho mountain 
chains were all avoided, and tua road fol- 
lowed was that of tho famous pilgrim 
routo from. Damascus toAkabah, on, the 
Red sea, but the farthest poiut reached by 
the JOlainiU'!! was near Petru, nnd the re- 
turn march led up the Jordan valiey and 
perhaps across Tlormon to Hobah, in the 
southern part, of thu Bftalbeo plains. All 
thu districts mnoc-d occur, therefoie, in

way to make them. 


"With tho foregoing and other preliminary 


remarks, a writer in Good Housekeeping 
arrives at the nil important "how" to mafc 
the tempting dish: 


Having previously soaked a cake o 


yeast, pour 4 cupiuls of lukewarm wate 
into a bowl or pitcher. Add 1% or 2 levc 
teaspoonfuls of salt, a good handful of yel 
low eornmeal and the same of wheat flour 
!£ desired. Stir in enough buckwheat Hour 
to make a stiff batter. Beat well and pu 
in a warm place to rise over night. Thif 
rule is sufficient for a family of six. Omit 
the covnmeal and wheat flour if preferred 
Their addition makes the cakes less raw 
arid wet. Next morning pour out a smal 
bowlful of the batter for tfienext evening's 
"rising." 


When ready to bake, add to the batter in 


the pitcher one or two tablespoonfuls of 
New Orleans molasses or sweet milk, to 
make the cakes an inviting brown. To a 
teacup of tepid water add an even hal: 
teaspoonful of soda. Dissolve, and pour 
into the mixture a little at a time. It may 
be necePhary to use but part of the watei 
and soda. The prime object is to remove 
the sourness (the batter sours with age)anc 
at the same time get the mixture just as 
thin as possible for the cakes to keep thc:r 
shape and turn well. In thinning, some 
cooks use boiling water. My experience 
has been that it makes the cakes doughy. 


Kemember that half the success of a cake 


is in the baking. The really tempting grid- 
dle cake does not sport a greasy halo arouuc 
its edges. Have the griddle not too hot 
and iise only enough grease to keep the 
cakes from sticking to the pan, but a very 
little being needed. Turn when about half 
full o£ holes or nicely browned, and "bake 
the second side slowly and thoroughly.

Take a large "waller," make a mound 01 


leaf mold, and carefully plant the ferns 
arbutus, violets, hepaticas ^.nd other things, 
finishing the surface with mosses and 
placing running evergreen around the 
edges. Sprinkle and set on a table at a 
northwest window. The writer in Gooo 
Housekeeping who suggests this very tru- 
ly says: Many happy hours may be spent 
watching that bit of green during cold, 
stormy days, when it is unsafe to go out ol 
doors, and the tiny buds of the arbutus and 
violets will swell and finally bloom while 
the winter snow still lingers on the hills. 


Hiolcory Nut Crisps. 


Mix together thoroughly IX oupfuls of 


coarse giaham flour and a half cupful of 
hickory nut meal. Make into a rather stiff 
dough with ice water, knead well, roll into 
a sheet as thin as brown paper, cut with a 
kuite Into squares aud bake on perforated 
tins until lightly browned on both sides. 


Walnut, pecan aud hickory nut meats 


may be easily reduced to a. meal by chop- 
ping quite flue and afterward pressing with. 
a potato masher through a wire sieve or a 
very fine colaudor.

pounds of powdered sugar. Boat well 
gether. Beat 13 eggs and add with 
pounds of sif bed flour and 8 teaspoonfuls o£ 
baking powder. Grate 2 lemons in half a 
teacupfnl a? molasses and add to the bat- 
ter, with 2 pounds of finely chopped al- 
monds, 2 pounds of seeded raisins and a 
pound oi sliced citron. Turn in a cake mold 
and bake two hours in a moderate oven.

Tlio I.aml of K.iui. 


Till quite recently nothing was known 


of either Hobah or v.the laud of Ham, 
but the Tell Amarnn letters mention both 
these regions. Letters addressed to Amen- 
ophis III about 14SO B. C. by subject 
chiefs of the southern Lebanon and of 
Basban occur in this correspondence, which 
describe the great Hittite invasion of Da- 
mascus, about that time. Aidugama, the 
Hittite king of Kadeyli, on the Orontes 
(now 
Kades, south of Kinesa), advanced 


along the Baulbec plains and attacked tho 
land oE Hobah und reached Damascus by 
the great pass of tho river Abana, on the 
north. He subsequently invaded the land 
of Am and took varicn.y cities in Bashan, 
near Ashtcroth Kamaim. 


From these notices, it appears that Hoban 


was the region north of Damascus, and 
the land o£ Am or Ham was northern 
JJasliau. The line of the ancient raid of 
Chcclorlaomer thus becomcs^riuite clear. 
He probably crossed tho Euphrates at 
Carcheraiah and advanced along tho sea 
route which the Assyrians followed much 
later when invading Eclom. The mountain 
chains were all avoided, itncl tho road fol- 
lowed was that of the famous pilgrim 
route from Damascus to Akabah, on: the 
Red r-ca, but the farthest point reached by 
the Elumites was near Petru, and the re- 
turn march led np the Jordan vnliey and 
perhaps across JJcrm'nu to Hobah, in the 
southern part oE tin: Bunlbe.c. plains. All 
tin; districts nuincd occur, therefore, iu 
ccozrra'jhu-::! sw.-ieucc.—Scottish llcview.

Among all the winter's delicacies there is 


po cerealia so toothsome to the masculine 
palate, so eagerly welcomed ab the first 
meal of the day, and none so ravenously 
dispatched as the national buckwheat pan- 
cake. 


You, my young housekeeper, do not dis- 


puts the truth of this. But you are a novice 
In the art of cookery. You have only re- 
cently turned your attention to the chaUng 
dish, or your domestic fails to prepare the 
genuine article. The "pancakes are sour," 
they "look queer,".they refuse "to brown," 
they aro as tough and thick as India rubber. 
Nevertheless, i£ your husband is a healthy, 
well regulated man, it is your bounden 
duty to leavn yourself or teach your "help" 
the preparation of this beau ideal of griddla 
cakes. 


Opinions are diverse as to the wisdom of 


indulgence in the appetizing dish. Here is 
one noted woman's condemnation/ 


"The healthful, nutritious food;, the cool 


and juicy raw fruit,that should Christianize 
our whole day—what Rood daily bread it 
is'. But how we.love the evil—satnn's own 
emissary in the guise of the toothsome 
fried dishes, the griddle *cakea swimming 
in butter and loaded in sugar or manu- 
factured sirup, tbat as the day wears on 
send up ugly little moods, cross words and 
disinclination to work all through our 
naughty being." 
Exit, Binco people will 


have them, let us at least find the proper 
way to make them. 


With the foregoing and other preliminary 


remarks, a writer in Good Housekeeping 
arrivesat thenll important "how" to make 
the tempting dish: 
Having previously soaked a cake of 


yeast, pour 4 cupfuls of lukewarm water 
Into a bowl or pitcher. Add 1% or 3 level 
tcaspoonfuls of salt, a fiood handful of yel- 
low cornmcal and the same of wheat flour 
if desired. Stir in enough buckwheat flour 
to make a stiff batter. Beat well and put 
in a warm place to rise over night. This 
rule is sufficient for a family of six. Omit 
the cornmeal and wheat flour it preferred. 
Their addition makes the cakes less raw 
and wet. Next morning pour out a small 
bowlful'of the batter for the next evening's 
"rising." 


When ready to bake, add to the batter.in 


the pitcher oue or two tablespoonfuls of 
New Orleans molasses or sweet milk, to 
make the cakes an inviting brown. 
To a 


teacup of tepid water add an even half 
teaspoonful of soda. Dissolve, and pour 
into the mixture a. little at a time. It may 
be necessary to use but part of the water 
and soda. The prime object is to remove 
the sourness (th a batter sours with age) and 
at the same time get the mixture just aa 
thin as possible for tlie cake's to keep the'.r 
shape and turn well. In thinning, some 
cooks use boiling water. My experience 
has been that it makes the cakes doughy. 


Remember that half the success of a cake 


ia in the baking. The really tempting grid- 
dle cake does not sport a greasy halo around 
its edges. Huve the griddle not too hot, 
and use only enough grease to keep the 
cakes from sticking to the pan, but a very 
little being needed. Turn when about half 
full of holes or nicely browned, and ."bake 
the second side slowly aud thoroughly.

AUSTRALIAN SALT BUSH, plant would be of 
great benefit to our agricultural interests. 
The Agricultural Journal of Cape Colony 
gives an interesting account of the success- 
ful experimentsmade in that portion of the 
world, where the Australian plant has been 
introduced through Baron von Mueller of 
Melbourne.

Transpai'ont Leather. 


Transparent leather many be manufac- 
tirered, according to a French magazine, as 
follows: After the hair has been removed 
from the hide the latter, tightly stretched 
upon a frame, is rubbed with the following 
mixture: Grlycerole (28 degrees B }, 1,000 
parts; salicylic acid, 3 parts, picric acid, 2 
jarts; boric acid, 25 parts. 


Before the hide is absolutely dry it is 


placed in a room which the rays of the sun 
Jo not penetrate and is saturated withaso- 
ution of bichromate of potash. When the 
lide is very dry, there is applied to its stir- 
'ace an alcoholic. solution oi' tortoise shell, 
ind a transparent aspect is thus obtained. 
This leather is' exceedingly flexible. It is 
used for the manufacture of toilet articles, 
rat thereisnothingtopreventitfroni being 
ised as footgear, and perhaps with fancy 
stockings shoes made of it would not provo 
inpleasing to the sight.

AUSTRALIAN SALT BUSH, plant would be ol 
preat benefit to our agricultural interests. 
The Agricultural Journal ol Cape Colony 
gives an interesting account of the success- 
ful experiments made in that portion of the 
world, where the Anstraliau plant has been 
introduced through Baron von Mueller of 
Melbourne. Theplant has been found of so 
much value there and so well adapted to 
the peculiar conditions that the demand for 
the seed has been found far beyond the sup- 
ply. There is a demand not only by the 
settlement, but from outsiders in the belief 
that the plant will be found of inestimable 
benefit wherever there are dry or s.ilty con- 
ditions. The plant has bisexual flovrers, as 
in all ChenopodiacetB, on the same pJant, 
and occasionally plants witii distinct sexes 
on separate plants. The illustration with 
this is of a male plant. It will be teen that 
this species dificers from the A. halimus in 
having the flon-ars scattered over the whole 
plant instead of their being sin] ply terminal, 
as in that species. There are of course other 
distinguishing characters. 


Median's Monthly, authority for the fore- 


KOiiig, Rives this matter prominent atteu- 
tiou, thinking it to the interest of our 
p'eople who may have dry or salty soil to 
introduce the plant, and that it has been 
one of the reproaches of American garden- 
ing and American airr/ultural enterprise 
that they aro usually far behind other sec- 
tions of the world in introducing and test- 
ing valuable plants that would possibly be 
in the best interests of agricultural prog- 
ress to try. 


Transparent Leather. 


Transparent leather many be manufac- 


turered, according to a French, magazine, as 
follows: After the hair lias been removed 
from the hide the latter, tightly stretched 
upon a frame, is rubbed with the following 
mixture: Glycerole (28 degrees B.), 1,000 
parts; salicylic acid, 2 parts; picric acid, 2 
parts; boric acid, 25 parts-. 


Before the hide is absolutely dry it is 


placed in a room which the rays of the sun 
do not penetrate and is satu.ra.ted with a so- 
lution of bichromate of potash. \VTieu the 
hide is very dry, there is applied to its sur- 
face-an alcoholic solution. o£ tortoise shell, 
nnd a transparent aspect is thus obtained. 
This leather is'exceedingly flexible. It is 
used for the manufacture of toilet articles, 
but thereisnothingtopreventitfrom being 
used aa footgear, and perhaps with fancy 
stockings shoes made oC it would not prove 
unpIeasinR to the sight. They would at 
least have the advantage o£ originality. 


An Inexpensive Electrical Machine. 


Take a glass, expose it to the fire, so that 


it shall be perfectly dry, and place it up 
side down up a. table. AEterward, take a 
tray perfectly dry and place it upon the 
glass in such away that it shall preserveits 
equilibrium. Finally, take a sheet of paper 
slightly smaller than tho tray, heat ic and 
rub it rapidly with a brush, and it will be- 
come quickly electrified. Then plfice it up- 
on the tray. 


An industrial journal says that an elec- 
trical machine will thus have been 
con- 


structed without any expense. If the fin- 
ger be brought near the tray a spark will 
appear. .This sparlc will be so muck the 
brighter and the series of sparks will be so 
much the longer iri proportion as the glass 
and trays are drier. 
1C while the spatks 


are being drawn from the tray the room iu 
which the experiment is performed is dark- 
ened, these sparks will appear extremely 
brilliant. tnr

called mule cats, has been repeatedly dis- 
cnssed, and it is now generally conceded 
thaL this hybrid is the result of an alliance 
oC our domestic tabby with some ("isntal 
feline, probably the aurora.

would show the long, bushy tail of the 
oriental species. 


Dr. Jlorris Gibbs tells in Science that 


these cats are quite common in parts of 
Xew England, aud may be purchased at a 
very reasonable llgure and according to the 
demands and the supply in the cat market. 
Few persons are able to distinguish between 
genuine angoras and these hybrids, and 
many are the unsuspecting buyers who 
have paid a high price for a common "coon 
cat" worth not more than £-.

To F.ejnpun Old Trays.

stone; then dry by wiping and exposure to 
the fire. Next. Ketsorn;; good copal varnish, 
mix it with some bronze jiowcier, and ap- 
ply with a brush to the denuded parts; after 
tvhich set the tray in an oven nr. a beat of 
J12 to 300 degrees, until the varnish is dry. 
Two coats will make it equal to new. 


Cutting Steel With Stcim. 


A French physicist affirms that steam es- 


caping under pressure may groove and pol- 
ish metal like emery and even cut through 
metal "plate. A metallic surface exposed to 
a jet of steani at a pressure of 105 pounds 
was channeled and striated as with a, saw 
or file.

In five of the Catholic parishes of the 


archdiocese of Boston new pastors have 
been appointed by Archbishop Williams. 
The vacancies in two of the parishes were 
cieated ou account of the deaths of Rev. 
John J. Gray, pastor of St. James' church 
Salem, and Rev. William M. O'Brien, pas- 
tor of St. Mary's church, Winchester. 


It has been customary in certain cases 


where a Yaeancy has existed among the 
pastorates to promote the younger clergy- 
men who, since their ordination to the 
priesthood, may have served as curates or 
assistant pastors. 
While there is no limit 


as to the number of years a curate has to 
servo in the ministry before being promot- 
ed to a pastorate, it generally happens that 
about 10 years covers the period of service 
before he receives promotion. 


In cases were the vacancies are cieated 


injlmportant parishes, and were consider- 
able work is required either in the building 
of a new church or a new parochial school, 
the archbishop, in whom is vested the sole 
power of appointment, has always trans- 
ferred pastors from other parishes, it being 
presumed that by past experience they 
would be better able to continue the work 
of building up the parish to which they 
may be sent. 


The most important of the five appoint- 


ments alluded to is that oi Kev. Michael 
J. MeCall, pastor at Concord, to take 
eharge of St. James church, Salem. 
The 


parish is one of the largest in the aich- 
diocese. 


The transferring of Fr. McCall to Salem 


has caused a change to bo made m tlip Con- 
cord parish. .Ever since Ifr. RlcCall has 
been in charge at the hitter place he

chester, is Rev. Henry J. Madden, a pres- 
ent pastor of the church at East PepperelJ, 
in which vicinity he has labored ever since 
his ordination, l^or the vacancy in East 
Peppcrellj Jlnv. Francis H. Burke of Ames- 
bury, a curate for 12 years in that parish, 
is promoted.

theie are also to be several transfeis among 
the curates and assistant pastors, fioin one 
parish to another, and also the assignment 
to different parishes of the 10 new priests 
ordained at the Cathedral of the Holv 
Cioss about a week ago.

George A. .Leahy and Rev. Francis W. 
Mai ley, botlrpf South Boston—will return 
to the Catholic university at Washington, 
where they had been previous to their or- 
dination, and there will remain until June 
of next year, wheri they come back to Bos 
;on and receive tueir appointments from 
tho archbisbop.

Must Pull Together—Some Differences 


ncerning the Most Efficient Form of Organ- 
a-tion—Tended Agreement That Each Trade 


Manage Its Own Affairs. 


:ortnight ago I wrote ;m articlo set- 
'[ortli my views, briefly stated, on 


isent condition of labor and its-or- 
tions, and urging the necessity of 
5 thorough xuuoii of tLio workers' 
to meet the present distressful 
.on and to prepare, for future ac- 
I'believe that labor mubt make tm- 


)al efforts within the noxM^rnouths 
.t would foster its irttoro^; tliftt thcto 


ifforts must bo iiot.onl^atb^ig'tho lines 


defense, bittf. that they must bo ag- 


'gressivo. Through organization only cnn 
this great work bo carrjod on, and it ap- 
pears to mo. that'tho first thing to do is 
tp build up and ''strengthen the unions, 
Associations and assemblies of wage- 
workers. The -next step nocdf ul is the 
concentration of effort on matters of 
general concern, 


I think now, as I have thought for 15 


years, that 'all.the labor forces through- 
out this couniiry should bo ailiod under 
some plan of confederation, to achieve 
permanent benefits for any considerable 
branch of tho industrial army. I knew 
that I was not alone iti this belief, but 
that most of the, .active workers in the 
labor movement hold similar opinions; 
that the conflicts which havo grown tip 
between different winga of the forcos ot 
organization wero distasteful to those 
ijvho were drawn into 'them, and that if 
the start could only be mado all would 
bo willing to co-operate-upon lines where 
there is a general agreement. 


To make the desii'ed start, I asked two 


dozen men, all well known as labor ad- 
vocates, to read my articlo and give mo 
'their views upon tho subject. It must 
' not ;be supposed that I assume to make 
up a list of the leaders of labor, and that 
those not on the list -are not worthy of 
consideration. 
Realizing tho value of 


time in the work to be done, I could not 
wait to secure addresses, but sent to 
those whom I knew I could reach and 
get replies from without delay. Leb us 
hope that this will bo the small start 
which will result in bringing out the 
views of thoxisauds who have won the 
right and have tho knowledge to speak 
for organized labor, and, which is more 
important, will lead on to practical 
steps.

Most of those solicited favored mo 


with replies. It is noticeable, • though 
not at all my fault, that tho greater part 
of those whose letters appear below-are 
of the federation or trade union school, 
though nearly every one of the writers 
have been,Knights of Labor, and some of 
them are still members of the order. 


The general assembly of the Knights 


of Labor/at its recent session, instructed 
its general officers to take steps looking 
toward a conference of representatives 
of all industrial organizations, and that 
action practically pledges all Knights to 
this new movement. 


With P. J. McGuire, secretary of the 


Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners 
of North America, more than any other, 
I have discussed the question under con- 
sideration, therefore it is a pleasure to 
present below his views covering all the 
main points:

Yea, "\vltU all my heart and every powor I pos- 
sess. It has beon the dream of years—ibhas 
booh the Impulse of ityos. Each generation wo 
, qome 'nearor i ts realization, and then, alas, 
coins reaction and partial disintegration. 
.•.WJielO hour afe'itatiou of 1840 to 1840, tho'Na- 
tional JUabor union from 18UU to 187).', the 
Knights of Labor from 1880 to 1S80, exemplify 
that faofc in America, as similar periodic move- 
ments havo -demonstrated it at various times 
in European countries. Still, after all, iu these 
lulls o£ reaction and apparent stagnation comes 
the quiet of reflection and thought—reflection 
over tlie mistakes and errors and "what might 
havo been;11 thought us to method and ineai^s, 
matters and men. 


What has stood in tho way of .labor's unity? 
Rivalry and personal vainglory of leaders, con- 
fltotlnft'interests,of. Individuals, potty jealous- 
ies. Insignificant grievances tuid trifling mis- 
understanding's! Not that alone. Wero tlieso 
all, wo would soon see labor's forces compactly 


. and invincibly united. Tlie labor movement 


existed long before its present "loaders" wero 
horn, and f roil1 present indications, unless bet- 
tor judgment and greater activity prevail,- 
it is .not likely to bo victorious until long aL'ter 
their oliildron are dead. 
What else has stood in tho way? Well, for 


want of unity o£ thought in all essentials and 
charity ot mind in all details, wo luivo had 
radical differences among ovou honest labor 
men as to prln iples and methods of organiza- 
tion. Wo havo had intolerance of each other's 
experiences, views and differences of opinion,

drixEweight on every popular movement. 


But more that all wo havo been hold back by 
the prejudices, fears and lack of nerve oven 
among organized working people. Wo havo 
been held back \> sectarian side issues, fanat- 
icism'and. intolerant bigotry* uy tho deviltry 
of party politics, its temptations and its outic- 
mgc allurements of place and power, by a acoi-o 
and a half of tilings which littvo again and 
again scattered and divided ouiyfoi'cius.

•with the numbers of unemployed inu'rcased by 
newer and constantly changing processes of 
labor; with the possibility .of manly independ-

To unify our forces \ve 
must crys'tallizo tho varied view's of labor lead- 
era and labor organizations and formulate 
thorn into a cleau^cut. comprehensive arid to-n- 
giblo plattoim, cmbiaciiig tho pi inciples of po- 
litical and economic questions upon which we 
aro all agreed. 
It is generally conceded that no man or. set 


of men are as well qualified to legislate upon 
trado matters as aro the tradesmen them- 
selves, and by leaving to the trades unions this 
particular field o£ work their hearty and oar- 
nest co-operation will bo assured any general 
oigamzsaion o£ induhtjrial foices which niay 
bo established for the. purpose of securing. the 
social, political and economic reforms which 
tho present deplorable-and unfortunate. condi- 
tions of our pqoplo demand and their needs re- 


Tlio practical and most speedy way to bring 


about a unification of our forces will bo to hold 
a convention mado up of a limited number of 
delegates from, all organised labor bodies in 
the country. Such a conference would detect

From years of experience, I have come to the. 
tonclusion that" the unification of labor ia a 
present impossibility. 'And fibfe rock ia the. 
pathway of this consummation devoutly to be 
Wished is tho giant Selfishness. In my annual 
address as president of. the Industrial congress 
at Rochester in 1873, which i-t that time occu- 
pied the same position the American Federa- 
tion of Labor does now, I took tho position that 
there was but ono means of salvation for la- 
b'or, and that was to .have only one united or- 
ganization. For years tiie leading members of 
tho Industrial oongi ess had tried to accom- 
plish. this object, but without success, The 
sum ot my experience'ln that line was laid 
down by mo in tho address, in saying, that the 
offlcers.of tho various,national and internation- 
al unions pievonted united ( action bocauso 
they were afraid of losing their positions with 
the Salary attached. And I fear this same ob- 
stacle will pi event union T>OW. >My remedy 
Would be to keep on trying, but in the mean- 
time cultivate harmony between the various 
Organizations looking toward united political 
action, as that must be ihe ultimate means of 
redemption. When,* as chairman of the first 
committee on constitution of the Knights of 
Labor, I pioposed the declaration of princi- 
ples that was adopted, I held there was But 
ono way to carry it into practical operation, 
and that was by political action. While Mr. 
Powderly held a diffieient opinion for years, 
we agreed to disagree, and he never found 
fault with me for favoring such a plan, even in 
(tho assemblies of the order.

For a "book in tyj^icb to paste the cat- 


lings almost any 'bound volume will do, 
sspecially if its pages show a wide mar- 
gin and the print can be readily, covered 
by two" widths of ordinary newspaper 
clippings. The margin may be used for 
notes, including datea and a few ex- 
planatory memoranda. The clippings 
should be kept for a week or so before 
they are pasted down, because a Second 
judgment may rule them out. Ibis quite 
safe tq advise collbcf^j'e that no cutting 
will do untes^ it bids fair to be fresh and 
intelligible a year after itjhas been hon- 
ored with a place in •fc'Jie^sorapbook. If 
the page? beqpme too tbict^oi* the cover, 
cut out two or three leaves after each 
page filled with thp'dippinga, 


When tibere is the slightest (possibility 


that a sorapbook may be used for pub- 
lishing purposes, or that any of its en- 
tries maybe out out for othertises,covei 
one pago only. Bui on the page used the 
clippings should be pasted, closely to- 
gether. If possible, eaqb., clipping should 
retain- /Lhe/'rule" -which marks the end 
of a printed, paragraph or poem. The 
column lines need, not be regained. In 
fact it is best to ctit newspapers always 
along these liaes. 
Bagged edges of 


course should be avoided, and the muci- 
lage with which the clippings are pasted 
flown shiould be used sparingly, lest it 
ooze through the paper or exude from 
ander the edges. Flour paste is .better 
than mucilage, and what is known as 
photographers paste is excellent.

How to Use Mutton Suet us a Household 


Remedy. 


Buy your mutton suet and try it down 


yourself. This is best done by breaking 
it upi Then place these in a dripping 
pan and set inside tb.6 oven on the upper 
shelf. Every few minutes remove from 
the fire, pour off what fat has melted-out 
and squeeze out-all youcian from the rest 
with a kitchen spoon. Eepeat this until 
all the fat is e3±ractedii: All should, haw 
been poured into a cup previously wet in 
cold water and inverted until needed. 
A little of this applied to , cold sores on 
the lip's at night will soon cause them to 
disappear. This applies as well to chapped 
hands, but must be rubbed in before a 
fire or some-heat to cause the fat to melt; 
It is almost indispensable for cufis and 
braises when put on as a bandage. Keep 
tbe wound clean with a free use of warm 
water and caetile soap. Cover the sur- 
face of the wound with a bit of old. white 
muslin dipped into mplted mutton suet.

No wise woman will leave for the last 


one of her toilet lites -the application of 
powder. To give the face a dab with a 
powder jmf£ after one is dressed is apt to 
leave the mark of the beautifying proc- 
ess on the neck and shoulders of the 
gown, and to leive also a very plain line 
Of demarcation between the powdered 
face and unpowdered neck. 


Powder, if ' it must be used, should be 


put on before tbe dress and shotilcl be ap- 
plied ev«njy to the ears, throat and neck 
as well as to tho face, A powder puff 
should, not be used, ,but a pieco of cham- 
ois, ojd fiannel or lin^n. The powder 
should be carefully removed from the 
eyelashes and brpws wife a small brush, 


Powder should be washed out of the 


pores, not witb,soap and water, but with 
a pure cold cream. If the skin will npt 
"hold'' powder, an excellent and harm- 
less lotion to put on before applying-it is 
made of one ounce of glycerin, two 
ouapes of water and tho juica of a lemon.

The next step needful is the 
concentration of effort on matters of 
general concern. 


I think now, as I havo thought for 15 


years, that all the labor forces through- 
out this country should be allied under 
some plan of confederation to achieve 
permanent benefits for any considerable 
branch of the industrial army. I knew 
that I was not alona in this belief, but 
that most of tho. .active workers in tho 
labor movement held similar opinions; 
that the conflicts which havo grown up 
between different wings' of the forces of 
organization v/ero distasteful to those 
who were drawn into them, and that if 
.the start could only "be rnndo all would 
be willing to co-operate upon lines where 
there is a general agreement. 


To make the desired start, I asked two 


dozen men, all well known as labor ad- 
vocates, to read my article and give mo 
"their views upon the subject. It must 
'not be supposed that I assume to make 
np a list of the leaders of labor, and that 
those not on the list are not worthy of 
consideration. 
Realizing tho value of 


time in the work to be done, I could not 
wait to secure addresses, but sent to 
those whom I knew I could reach and 


'. get replies from without delay. Let us 


hope that this will be the small start 
which will result in bringing out the 
views of thousands who have won the 
right and have the knowledge to speak 
for organized labor, and, which is more 
important, will lead on to practical 
steps. 
Jlost of those solicited favored mo 


with replies. It is noticeable, though 
not at all my fault, that the greater part 
Of those whose letters appear below ars 
of the federation or trade union school, 
though nearly every one of the writers 
have been. Knights of Labor, and some of 
them are still members of the order. 


The general assembly of the Knights 


of Labor, at its recent session, instructed 
its general officers to take steps looking 
toward a conference of representatives 
of all industrial organizations, and tha-t 
action practically pledges all Knights to 
this new movement. 


"With P. J. 3IcGuire, secretary of the 


Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners 
of North America, more thun. any other, 
I have discussed the question under con- 
sideration, therefore it is a pleasure to 
present below his views covering all the 
main points:

Rivalry and personal vainglory of leaders, con- 
flicting interests of individuals, petty jealous- 
ies, insignificant grievances und trifling niis- 
nnderstandinps!

all, -.ro \vonld soon see labor's forces compactly 
and invincibly united. The labor movement 
existed long before its present "leaders" wore 
born, and frorr present indications, unless bet- 
ter judgment and sroaler activity prcvnii. 
It Is not likely to be victorious until long after 
their children oru dead. 


What else has stood in Ilio way? Well, for 


want of unity of thought in all essentials and 
charity of mind in all details, we huvo had 
radical differences among even honest labor 


• men as to prir. iples and methods of organiza- 


tion. Wo hav-,: had intolerance of each other's 
expericncca, views and differcuecs o£ opinion, 
and this condition is encouraged, mas-niJied 
tnd distorted by a servile daily press, l';i.ninjil 
Imo flaming rancor and destructive; hostility 
by the emissaries of Pinlccrton and the toolu of 
corporation Losses, and made voider still by tlie 
sneaks, crooks mid harpies -vvlio hantr on as a 
drairweitfht on every popular movement. 


But morcthar, all we have bt>ya livid back by 


the prejudices, fears and lack uf nerve even 
a.mong organized working people. V\"o havo 
been held hack b sectarian hide issues, faiuit- 
Icism and intolerant bigotry, by tlio deviltry 
of party politics, its temptations and Us entic- 
\n? allurements of place and power, by a score 
and a half of thing's which, have ;ij,'ain and 
again scattered and divided our forces.

with the numbers of unemployed inurcr-scd by

organization of industrial for.ecu which nlay 
bg established for UioimrpOEe of securing the 
social, political and economic reforms which 
tho present doplarablErand unfortunate coudi- 
tiona of our pcoplu dcmUnd. and their needs re- 
quire. 


Tho practical and most speedy ivay to bring 


about a unification of onr forces will bo to hold 
a convention made up of a limited number of 
delegate.1* from, all organized labor bodies In 
the country. Such a conference would detect 
and eliminate the deCocts of our present sys- 
tem of organization, and tlio good judgment of 
assembled delegates would provide it sound, 
BLvfo and comprehensive basis for a newer, 
grander and more serviceable labor organiza- 
tion than tho world ever knew.

EVery few minutes remove from 
the fire, pour off what fat has melted-out 
and. squeeze out all youcan from the rest 
•with a kitchen spoon.. Kepeat this until 
all the fat is extracted. AH should have 
been poured into a cup previously wet in 
cold water and inverted until needed. 
A little of this applied to cold sores on 
the lip's at night will soon cause them to 
disappear. This applies as well to chapped 
hands,.but must be rubbed in before a 
fire or some heat to cause the fat to melt.

Patrick Eugene John Prendergast, guilty 
of murder in moaner and form us charged 
in the indictment, and fix the penalty at 
death." 


Fitzgerald'H voice, clear and calm, read 


out the finding, arid died away with a 
slight emphasis on the final word. 


Thou Pieudergast revealed himself tha 


utter cosvurd. ICia face turned pale, he 
opened Ms mouth to speak, but only a 
tniut murmnr camo from between his hot 
and (|iiivoriiiK lips.

Princess Elizabeth of Bavaria had been 
married to Ijieuteiiaut Seigfrieil Auf But- 
tenheim of the Bavarian army.

news caused a decided sensation, as the 
princess is a granddaughter of tlie Em- 
peror ot Austria as well as a grand- 
(rsughter of the Prince Regent of Ba- 
varia.

Bul the sensation which the report of 


the marriage created is as nothing to the 
consternation caused in imperial and 
royal circles yesterday by the announce- 
ment made by The Germania, which de- 
clares that Princess Elizabeth was not 
married to Lieutenant Siegfried; that she 
is not now married to him, although they 
are living together. 


The Gei-mania gives other news which 


is undoubtedly most painful to the 
relatives of the princess; but as it is not 
fit to be published, it is not contained in 
these dispatches. According to the Neue 
Frei Presse of Vienna the marriage of the 
Princess Elizabeth, who is only 20 years 
old, and of lieutenant Seigl'ried, who is 
bub 82 years of age, toolcplace at Genoa on 
Sunday, Dec 10, and this paper stated that 
Archbishop Reggio performed the cere- 
mony; both the parents of the brida were 
Said to have been present at the ceremony 
and the consent of the Emperor of Austria 
to the marriage -was said to have been 
won by the princess after repeated tearful 
interviews, during which the young lady, 
it is stated, threw herself on her knees be- 
fore Francis Joseph and threatened to 
take her life unless the desire of her heart

The princess was reported to have been 


engaged to the Archduke Franz d'Este,

HISTORY OF A WIDELY HEPUTED 


BIRD. 


Industrious Insect* Xbitt Have Won Fame 


as Home Builders—A ReRUliir Young 
Turk—Facta for Youiijf Folk*. 


The eagle that has a national reputation 


as "Old Abe" was captured on Flambaau 
river, near the line between Ashland and 
Price counties, iu Wisconsin, in 1801, by a 
Chippewa Indian named Cbierf Sky, and 
was. sold by him for a bushel of corn, and 
subsequently'-'dtep'osed of for $5 to a Mr. 
Mills, who pves'tmtfcd b^ to Company C of 
the Eighth Wisconsin Sgimenfc. 


The bird'was named in honor of President 


Lincoln, and'the men of Company C wore 
known as the Eau Claire Ragles and the 
Eighth I'ERiment as the Eagle regiment. 
Old Abe accompanied tho regiment to the 
south and occupied a conspicuous position 
on a perch which was carried alongside of 
the colors, His first pitched battle was at 
Farrnington, Miss. He was wounded in 
front of Corinth and before Vicksburg, and 
WOH injured en route from Memphis to Hel- 
ena, From the t.imo ho joined the regiment 
until it was finally mustered out of. service 
Old Abo was engaged in 3(5 battles. Ho al- 
ways announced tha.approach of an enemy 
by a note of alarm, and at the siege of Cor- 
inth the rebel general. Price, is said to have 
ordered his men to capture or kill the bird, 
at the same time remarking that ho would 
rather capture Old Abe than a whole bri- 
gade. 


When Company C waa mustered out it 


was resolved that Old Abe should be pre- 
sented to the state of Wisconsin, and in 
the autumn of 1804 he was carried back to 
his -native state, and oil Sept. 36 he was 
formally accppl/ed by Governor Lewis on 
behalf of the .state. 
During the winter ,of 


1804-5 he was exhibited at the Sanitary 
fair in Chicago, and the sale of his picture 
and a little pamphlet history of his exploits 
netted to the fund for sick and disabled 
soldiers the sum of $10,000. E'rom that 
time until his death, which occurred in 
1881, 
he was exhibited at fairs, political 


conventions and soldieis' reunions without 
number. 


A model of him was taken by the sculpt- 


or, Leonard W. Vblk, aud several magnifi- 
cent* monuments have been graced wii.h his 
counteifeit presentment. He died March 
36, 1881, presumably from the effects of 
smoke inhaled at a fire iu the capitol at 
Wudisoii in the earlier part of the year, lie 
was stuffed and now stands in the war 
museum of the state capitol.

PILLOW LACE MAKING. 


lacemaking has to a great extent given way 
to the making of what is called gimp, or 
passementerie, of colored silks, tinsel, etc., 
combined with beads. 


The lace maker of olden days used to sit 


in a little room known as the lace room, 
near the basement window, with her feet 
on a small earthen pan containing hot wood 
a&hes m winter, and when daylight failed 
she had a clumsy holderin which was stuck 
a long rush, KUthered by the children in 
bummer, dried and dipped in any little 
household grease she could spare or beg; 
but these contrivauoefa are out of date now, 
and paraffin reigns bupreme, in country 
hull and cottage. Sometimes her pillow 
rested in her ample lap, sometimes on a 
light stand. Most of the bobbins were of 
white beech wood, but f.orne were of box or i 
oak, and weighted at the lower end with 
multicolored beads, which caused them to 
be called jingle bobbins. The tracing of 
patterns on parchment was a business by 
itself, and the laca trade was iu the hands 
of dealers, from whom the women, bought 
their thread, Silk and pins, payment for 
which was deducted when they sold their 
finished laui at prices .undreamed of by 
those who paid tenfold as much for it at a 
fashionable shop.

AKE THEY MARRIED? 


Bavarian Princess ami 11 Soldier Mlied 


Up In a Scandal. 


BERLIN*, Dec. 30.—The AreusNaehrichten 


of Munich on. DEC. 5 last announced that 
on the Sunday previous, Dec. 3, at Genoa, 
Princess Elizabeth of Bavarin, had been 
married to Lieutenant Seigfried Auf Bufc- 
tenheim of the Bavarian army. 
This 


news caused ft decided sensation, as the 
princess is a granddaughter of: t-lieEtn- 
jreror of* Austria as well as a'grand- 
oxtnghter of the Prince Eegent of Ba- 
vnria. 
* 


But the sensation which the report at 


the marriage created is as nothing to the 
consternation caused in imperial and 
royal circles yesterday by the announce- 
ment mads by The Germauia, which de- 
clares that IPrincess Elizabeth was not 
married to Lieutenant Siegfried; that she 
is not now married to him, although they 
are living together. 


The Germnnia gives other news which 


is undoubtedly most painful to the 
relatives of the princess; but as it is not 
fit to be published, it is not contained in 
these dispatches. According to the Neue 
Frei Presse of Vienna the marriage of the 
Princess Elizabeth, who is only 20 years 
old, and of Lieutenant Seigfried, who is 
but 32 years of age, took place at Genoa on 
Sunday, Dec. 10, and this paper stated that 
Archbishop Reggie performed the cere- 
mony; both the parents of tho bride were 
Said to have been present at the ceremony 
and the consent of the Emperor of Austria 
to the marriage -was said to have been 
won bv the princess after repeated tearful 
interviews, during which the young lady, 
it is stated, threw herself on her knees be- 
fore Francis Joseph and threatened to 
take her life unless the desire o£ her heart 
•was granted. ' 


Theprincess was reported to have been 


engaged to the Archduke Franz d'Este, 
heir presumptive to the throne of Austria, 
a handsome and well-educated youug 
man, wkohas recently returned from a 
voyage around the world. 


. Campos' Task. 


LoNDOX, Dec. 30.—A Madrid dispatch 


says that concessions have already been 
obtained which . will facilitate .General 
Campos' task when he goes to the sul- 
tan's court to discxiss the steps leading to 
a settlement.

12, but had been postponed.

When the secretary's report had been 


read and accepted the following directors 
were elected: George A. Hanscom, J. W.

year resulted in the unanimous choice of 
Capt. George A. Hanscom.

President Clialifous then called upon 


Capt. Hanscotn, the newly elected presi- 
dent, for reiuafka and that gentleman re- 
sponded in a short speech. 


• Tills was followed by the reading oE the 
treasurer's annual report, which showed 
that the receipts of the year have-been 
S1S65, expenditures, $1333; leaving a bal- 
ance of $32 in the treasury. 


Secretary. Smith then read his report. 


Having mentioned the membership, he re- 
viewed the increase of new buildings dur- 
ing the past yeau enumerating the larger 
erections. 
* 
That portion of the report that dwelt on 


the panic was as follows: The substantial, 
well grounded character of our local indus- 
tries was well tested in (hat storm. We 
had no "Wall, street industrials to which 
manufacturing is but an incident, and 
stpck speculations the main object. 


While through .the'.skrinkage of orders 


and the lack of banking facilities at the' 
great commercial centers to move our pro- 
ducts there were temporary shutdowns,and 
in all instances a curtailment of force, but 
one manufacturing company failed because 
of the crisis, .and tliaL a new, small but 
promising corporation, that hardly; com- 
pleted its organization. But two merchants 
are reported as having assigned. 


The hanks, financial legislation and 


labor formed subjects of interesting por- 
tions of the report, and that part which 
referred to the business outlook read: 


The products of the Lowell manufactur- 


ers, especially those in textiles, are large- 
ly the necessaries of life aad are constantly 
demanded by the rich and poor alika; with 
limited production it is natural.to assume 
that the stocks of such goods in the mer- 
chants' hands are rapidly being depleted. 
Making due allowance for the loss in the 
purchasing power of the people through 
losses and shutdowns, there should be an 
extraordinary demand for our products at 
an early date to replete their stock. 


The report concluded with a lengthy re- 


ference to the charter act. 


Mr. Smith then sroke briefly on the rea- 


sons why the board'had asked of the legis- 
lature the privilege of a chance to have the 
voters record their opinion on Lhe matter 
of a new charter. . 
He asked that the license committee be 


authorized to make such changes iu the 
bill whicu. it was proposed to present to 
the legislature as would make it cleaner 
and better defined. 
On motion of Mr. Co- 


nant the board voted to grant the re'iuest. 


Mr. Smith then advised that all action of 


Ine committee be coinmiUed lo paper. 
He also moved that the board authorize 


the committee on hifrbways to increase its 
membership, according to its needs, by tlie 
addition of'new members. 


A communication was then read 
from 


Secretary Henry B. Blaclnvell, secretary 
of the Municipal Woman Suffrage associa- 
tion of Massachusetts, asking the co-opera- 
tion of the board- iu placing the matter 
before the legislature.

HISTOET OP A WIDEL? REPUTED 


BIRD. 


Industrious Insects Xlint Have Won 


aa Home Builders— A Kecular 
Turk— Facts for irouu^ Folhv. 


The eagle that has a national reputation 


fls "Old Abe" was captured on ITlamteivu 
viver, near the line between Ashland aud 
Price counties, in Wisconsin, in 1601, by a 
Chippewa Indian named Chiell Sky, and 
was sold by him for a bushel of corn, and 
subseciuently'-'dUiiigBed, of for $5 to a Mr. 
Mills, who presented h^ to Company C of 
the Eighth- Wisconsin Sgiment. 
~-. 


The bi rd1 was nam ed in honor of President 


Lincoln, and 'the -men of Company C were 
known ns the Eau Claire Eagles and the 
Eighth resiment as the Eagle regiment. 
Old Abe accompanied tho regiment to the 
south and occupied a conspicuous position 
on a perch which was carried alongside of 
the colors, His first pitched battle was at 
Fariningtoii, Miss. He was wounded in 
front of Corinth aud beforeVicksburu, and 
was injured en route from Memphis to Hel- 
ena. 
From the time he joined the regiment 


until it was finally mustered out of service 
Old Abe was engaged iu 36 battles. He al- 
ways announced th&approach o£ an euemy 
by a note of alarm, and at the siege of Cor- 
inth the rebel general, Price, is said, to have 
ordered his men to capture or kill the bird, 
at the same time remarking that he would 
rather capture Old Abe than a whole bri- 
gade. 


When Company C was mustered out it 


was resolved tbab Old Abe should be pre- 
sented to the state of Wisconsin, and in 
the autumn of. IBM he was carried back to 
his -native state, and on Sept. 26 he was 
formally accepted by Governor Lewis on 
behalf of the state, 
Duriug the winter ,of 


1864-5 he was exhibited .ab the Sanitary 
fairin Chicago, aud tlie sale o£ his picture 
and a little pamphlet history of his exploits 
netted to tho fund for sick and disabled 
soldiers the sum of 816,000. From, that 
time until his death, which occurred in 
1881, he was exhibited at fairs, political 
conventions and soldiers' reunions without 
number. 


A model of him. was taken by the sculpt- 


or/ Leonard "W. "Voile, and several magnifi- 
cent monuments have been graced with his 
counterfeit presentment. He died March 
20, 3881, presumably from the effects of 
smoke inhaled afc u fire in the- capitol at 
Madison in the earlier port of the yenr. He 
was stuffed and now stands in the war 
museum of the state capital. 


All Old Time Industry. 


The oldest cottage industry of England is 


pillow lace making, which dates from the 
sxteenth century. It haa nourished and 
languished by fits and. starts, aeon-ding to 
the encourageraenb-lent by the royalty und 
others of high estate. At the present date

lace making has to a great ex tent given way 
to the making of what is called gimp, or 
passementerie, of colored silks; tinsel, etc., 
combined with beads. 


The lace maker of olden days used to sit 


in a little room known as the lace room, 
near the basement window, with her feet 
on a small earthen pan containing hot wood 
ashes in winter, and when daylight failed 
she had a clumsy holder in which was stuck 
a long rush, gathered by the:Children in 
summer, dried and dipped in any littlo 
household grease she could spare or beg; 
but these contrivances are out of date now, 
nnd paraffin reigns supreme, in country 
hull and cottage. Sometimes .her'pillow 
rested in her ample lap, sometimes on a 
light stand. Most of the bobbins were of 
white beech wood, but some were ot box or 
oak, and weighted at the lower end with 
multicolored beads, which caused them to 
be called jingle bobbins. The tracing of 
patterns on. parchment was a business by 
itself, and the lace trade was in the hands 
of dealers, from whom the women bought 
their thread, Bilk and pins, payment for 
which was deducted when they sold their 
finished IRCO at prices .undreamed of by 
those who paid tenfold as much for it ot a 
fashionable shop.

The Times condemns the action of the 


school board in appointing a committee to 
take steps to secure, if possible, such a 
modification of chapter 801 of the acts of 
1801,us will allow the introduction of man- 
ual training in which .there is uo intent 
to teach any particular trade, into the pub- 
lic schbols without involving an advance of 
the school age. 


The chief reason given by that critic is 


that— 


"There is a strong reaction at the pres- 


ent lime to the old rule of imparting only 
the three "Us" and 
imparting 
these 


thoroughly. The idea of tho manual train- 
Ing school was an offspring of this reaction 
and the dying out of the old apprentice 
system."' 


There is a reaction in the direction of 


more practical and useful education, but 
there is no attempt made by educators or 
by authors of any system of manual train- 
ing to furnish a substitute for the old 
apprenticeship system. The aim is to 
train the eye, the hand and the judgment 
and thus to give a practical turn to the 
literary education received. 
There is no intention to teach a trade,and 
manual training as taught in the new school 
just opened in the old city hall, is as much 
an educational branch as is grammar or 
arithmetic. 


The Times writer evidently does not 


know what is meant by manual training or 
else confounds it with industrial training, 
hi'-.whlch trades are taught and which 
serves instead of the old apprenticeship 
system. 


Tlie universal testimony of educators in 


regard to, manual training, is, tbat it so 
quickens the faculties of the pupil that hla 
progress in other studies is more rapid and 
that be can afford to spend two or three 
hours a week at manual training and keep 
up with his classmates in other branches. 


At present this city is obliged to conduct 


the manual training school after day school 
hours to avoid the operation of the law 
which would increase the school age to fif- 
teen years for all pupils in the schools if 
manual training were incorporated with 
the curriculum. 
This wmild be a source 


of inconvenience to many poor families 
who derive some assistance from the earn-

When some news- 
paper editors and a sufficient number of 
legislators are enlightened upon the real 
meaning of manual training they •will prob- 
ably be ready to regard it as any other or- 
dinary branch of study and on the same 
basis'an writing, drawing or any other 
branch in which pupils are required to use 
heir hands.

Going into a room that was totally dark, 


he was actually able to see his arm by 
means of the light issuing from the retina 
of his own eyas. The success of this re- 
markable experiment has been ascribed to 
the intense activity'.of the experimenter's 
bram. 


In referring to it recently Mr. Nikola 


Tesla remarked thnt probably only a lew 
men could satisfactorily repeat it, as the 
light seen was a sort 'of "fluorescence of 
brain notion" produced by the activity of 
a ininci of very uncommon power. 


Mr. 'I'csla, at the same time, recalled the 


fact that a flash of light is sometimes per- 
ceived when an idea or an imaRe suddenly 
presents itself to the intellect. And in 
view of such phenomena as these he ven- 
tured to suggest the possibility thnt the 
problem of readings one's thoughts in his 
eyes might some time be solved through 
an analysis of the condition.of the retina.

TRAINING. 


wherever industrial training or instruction 
in trades is given in connection with the 
public schools, but the board wants the 
right to have manual training taught as 
any other educational branch without any 
change in the school age. When some news- 
paper editors and a sufficient number of 
legislators arc enlightened upon the real 
meaning of manual training they will prob- 
ably be ready to regard it as any oLber or- 
dinary branch of study and on the same 
basis'as writing, drawing or any other 
branch in which pupils are required to use 
heir hands. 


"Tlie expediency of establishing a man- 


ual training school here is at least a matter 
of debate" says Ibis writer. 
It is a matter 


of debate only among those wlio are ig- 
norant of its alms and objects as the Times 
writer seems to be. In this regard Lowell, 
a manufacturing city which should lead in 
such educational progress, is behind all the 
other leading cities of of tlie state and this 
chiclly on account of this law which it is 
now sought to modify. 


The labor organizations have no opposi- 


tion to offer to manual training but they 
would oppose a trades or industrial school 
as they oppose tlie apprenticeship system. 


CITY GOVERNMENT PROBLEMS. 


The contest for the presidency of the 


council presents so many phases that it is 
difliciilt to predict which candidate will be 
successful. 
The best method, it seems, to 


solve the cliflicultyis, to bold a caucus and 
unite on the candidate who has most votes. 
The democrat who carries the 
caucus 


should be elected president of the common 
council. 
Tlie democrats of the city council have 


nnotliRi 
1 duty to perform in seeing that the 


republicans do not out manoeuvre them in 
parlimcntary tactics at the inauguration of 
the new city government. It is openly 
stated that there will be no convention 
for 
the 
election 
of 
city treasurer 


although the city charter calls for a con- 
vention for tho purpose "as soon as con- 
venient after organization." 
The repub- 


licans may not iind It convenient at all for 
the reason that to avoid a convention 
would be the easiest way of retaining Mr. 
Chadwick. 


The course to be followed by the demo- 


crats is very clear. They should go into 
caucus to select a good democrat as a can- 
didate for treasurer.' Then they should in! 
sist on a convention, and in that conven- 
tion elect their candidate. No democrat 
will find any fault if any qualified demo- 
cratic candidate 
be 
elected 
to 
Mr. 


Chadwick's place; but if the democrats 
of the council, break up their strength 
among different candidates with the result 
of playing into the hands of the republi- 
cans, they will be blamed by their constit- 
uencies throughout the city. If they will 
only act together, they can easily remove 
the present treasurer. The sentiment of 
the democratic party thvoughout the city 
is in favor of his removal. To allow the 
matter to go by default on the ground that 
no democratic candidate can gel, a suffi- 
cient number of votes to be elected will 
not be considered the proper course for the 
democrats to adopt. Xo true democrat is 
afraid to go into open meeting and vote 
upon the question.

The Times condemns the action of the 


school board in appointing a committee to 
take steps to secure, if possible, such a 
modification of chapter 301 of the acts of 
1891,as will allow the introduction of man- 
ual training in which there is no intent 
to teach any particular trade, into the pub- 
lic schools without involving an advance of 
the school ajre. 


The chief reason given by that critic is 


that— 


"There is a strong reaction at the pres- 


ent time to the old rule of imparting only 
the three "Rs" and 
imparting 
these 


thoroughly. The idea of tho manual train- 
Ing school was an offspring of this reaction 
and the dying out of the old apprentice 
system." 


There is a. reaction in the direction of 


more practical and useful education, but 
there is no attempt made by educators or 
by authors of any system of manual train- 
ing to furnish, a substitute for the old 
apprenticeship system. 
The nim is to 


train the eye, the hand and the judgment 
and thus to give a practical turn to tho 
literary education received. 
There is no intention to teach a trade,and 
manual train ing as taught in the new school 
just opened in the old city hall, is as much 
an educational branch as is grammar or 
arithmetic. 


The Times writer evidently docs not 


know what is meant by manual training or 
else confounds it with industrial training, 
in which trades are taught and which 
serves instead of the old apprenticeship 
system. 


The universal testimony of educators in 


regard to manual training, is, that IL so 
quickens the faculties of the pupil that his 
progress in other studies is more rapid and 
that he can afford to spend two or three 
hours a week at manual training and keep 
up with his classmates in other branches. 


At present this city is obliged to conduct 


the manual training school after day school 
hours to avoid the operation of the law 
which would increase the school age to fif- 
teen years for all pupils in the schools if 
manual training were incorporated with 
the curriculum. This would be a source 
of inconvenience to many poor families 
who derive some assistance from the earn- 
ings of boys, that perform various kinds of 
light work in mills and elsewhere ai'.t^ '^

Till quite lecenily nothing was known 


of either Ilobah or vtho land of Ham, 
but the Tell Amarna letters mention both 
these regions. Lettcis zuldre&%ed to Ampn- 
ophis IH about WSO B. C. by subject 
chiefs of the bouthewi Lebanon and of 
Bnshun occur in this coirespondejice, which 
describe the great ITittito invasion of "Da- 
mascus about that, mm'. Aidngama, tho 
llittite king of Kndesh, on tho Orontes 
(now 
Kados. .south oi Empsn), advanced 


along the Baalbec plains and attacked tho 
land oC Hobah and reached Damascus by 
the great pass of the river Abana, on the 
north. He subsequently invaded the land 
of Am and took vuiiotis cities in Uashan, 
near Ashteroth Karrmnn. 


Fvom tbesie notices it appears that Ilobati 


vvns the region north ot Damascus, and 
the land of Am or Ham Mas northern 
Bashan. Tho line of the ana^*-.(raid of 
Chedorlnomer thu4, becomes '"quite clear, 
lie probably crossed tho Euphrates at 
Carchemish and advanced along the sen 
route which the Assyrians followed much 
later wbcii invading Bdorn. The mountain 
chains were all avoided, and tho road fol- 
lowed wa& tbut ot the famous pilgrim 
route from Dnmu&cus to Aknbnh, on the 
Ked sea, but tlie farthest point reached by 
tho Elujuites MJIS iieur Peii-a, and T,he re- 
turn march led up the Jordan vuliey and 
perhaps across UcTmon to Hobai), in the 
southern ptitb ot the Bnnlbec pluins.- Ail 
the districts named occur, therefore, in

Among all the winter's delicacies there: 


po oerealia go toothsome to the masculin 
palate, so eagerly welcomed at the firs 
raeal of the day, and none so(ravenousl 
dispatched as the national buckwheat pan 
eake. 
You, my young housekeeper, do not di 


puts the truth of this, But you are a novic 
Sn the art of cookery. You. have only r 
Gently turned your attention to the chafin 
dish, or your domestic fails to prepare th 
genuine article. The "pancakes are sour, 
they "look queer," they refuse "to brown, 
they ara as tonga and thick as india rubbe 
Nevertheless, if your husband is a healthy 
well regulated man, it is your bounde 
duty to learn yourself or teach your "help 
the preparation of this beaxi ideal of gridd; 
cakes. 
Opinions arc diverse as to the wisdom o 


indulgence in the appetizing dish. Here " 
one noted woman's condemnation: 


"The healthful, nutritious food; the eoi 


and j uicy raw f ruit,that should'Christianis 
our whole clay—what good daily bread 
is! But how ws love tho evil—satnn's ow 
emissary in the guise of the toothsom 
fried dishes, the giiddle .cakes Bwim 
in butter and loaded in sugar • or manu 
faeUircd sirup, that as the day wears o 
send up ugly little moods, cross words an 
disinclination to work all through on 
naughty "boing." But, since people 
have them, let us at least find the prope 
way to make them. 


With tho foregoing and other preliminai 


remarks, a writer in Good HoUsekeepin 
arrives at the all important "how" tomak 
the tempting dish: 


Having previously soaked a cake 


yeast, pour 4 cupfuls of lukewarm, wate 
into a bowl or pitcher. Add \}4 or 3 levo 
teaspooafuls of salt, a good handful of ye 
low cornmeal and the Same of wheat flou 
if desired. Stir in enough buckwheat flou 
(to make a stift batter. Beat well and pu 
in a warm place to rise over night. Th: 
rule is sufficient for a family of &ix. Omi 
Jthe cornmeal and wheat flour if preferred 
Their addition makes the cakes less rav 
and wet. Next morning pour out a sma' 
bowlful of the batter for the next evening' 
"rising." 
' 


When ready to bake, add to the batter in 


the pitcher one or two tahlespoonfuls o 
New Orleans molasses or sweet milk, t 
make the cakes an inviting brown. To 
teacup of tepid water add an even hal 
teaspoonlul of soda. Dissolve, and pou 
into the mixture a little at a time. It ma' 
be necessary to use but part o£ the wate 
and soda. The prime object is to remov 
tho sourness (the batter sours with age) anc 
at the same time get the mixture just as 
thin as possible for the cakes to keep the1 
shape and turn well, In thinning, som 
cooks use boiling water. My experlenc 
has been that it makes the cakes doughy. 


Remember that half tho success of a cak 


ia iri tha baking. The really tempting grid 
die cake does not ?poii/ n greasy halo aroum 
its edges. Have the griddle not too hot 
and u&e only enough grease to keep th 
cakes trom sticking toithe pan, but a very 
little being needed. Turn when about hal 
fall ot holes or nicely b'rowned, and bak 
the second side slowly and thoroughly. 


od Treasures Iiidoora. 


Take a large "waiter,"" make a mound o 


leaf mold, and carefully plant the ferns 
arbutus, violets, hcpaticas ^nd,other things 
finishing the surface with' mosses an 
placing i tinning evergreen around th 
edges. Sprinkle and set on a table at t 
northwest window. The writer in Gooc 
Housekeeping who suggests this very tru 
ly says. Many happy hours may he spen 
watching that bit of green dui'inff cold 
stormy days, when it is unsafe to go out o 
doois, and the tiny buds of the arbutus anc 
violets will bweli and finally bloom while 
the winter snow still lingers on the hills. 


Hiolcory Nut Crisps. 


Mix together thoroughly 1% cupfuls o: 


coarse giaham flour and a half cupful o: 
hickory nut meal. Mako into a rather stiff 
dough with ice water, knead well, roll into 
a sheet as thin as brown paper, cut with a 
knife into squares and bake on perforated 
tins until lightly browned on. both sides. 
Walnut, pecan and hickory nut meats 


may be ea.sily reduced to a meal by chop 


iiK quite flue and afterward pressing with 
a potato maahor through a wire, sieve or a 
very fine colander. 


Now Year's Cake. 


Cream 1.V, pounds of butter and 
pounds of powdered sugar. Beat well to- 
gether. Be.it 15 eggs and add with 1>( 
pounds of silted flour and 3 teaspoonfnls oi 
baking powder. Grate 2 lemons in half a 
teacuplul of molasses and add to the bat- 
ter, with 2 pounds of finely chopped al- 
mouds, 3 pounda of seeded raisins and a 
pound of sliced citron. Turn in a cake mold 
and bake two hours in a moderate oven.

The Laud of 
Ham. 


Till quite recently nothing was known 


of either Hobnh or ^.tbe land of Ham, 
but the Tell Amarna letters mention both 
.these regions. Letters addressed to Amen- 
ophis III about 14SO B. C. by subject 
chiefs of the southern Lebanon and of 
Bashnn occnrin thi.scorrespondence,which 
describe the great Hittite invasion of Da- 
mascus about that time. Aicliigam.i, tho, 
Jlittite king of Kaiiesh, on tlic Orontes 
(uow Kadea. south o£ Emp.su), advanced 
tiloug the Bacilbee plains and attacked the 
land of Hobab. and reached Damascus by 
the great pass of tbe river Abann., on the 
north. He subsequently invaded the land 
of Am aud took various cities in Bashan, 
near Ashtcrotu Karuaim. 


From these notices it appears that Hobnh 


was the regioii north of Damascus, and 
the lar.il of Am or Ham ivaa northern 
Bashan. The line of the ancv^*'-,ruid of 
Chedorlnomer thus becomes ""qurfc clear. 
lie probably crossed the Euphrates at 
Carchemish and advanced along the sea 
route which the Assyrians followed much 
later when iuvadiug Edom. Tiie mountain 
chains were nil avoiilncl, and tliaroad fol- 
lowed was thut 'of the famous pilgrim 
route from Damascus to Akabuli, ou the 
Red OTa, but the farthest point reached by 
tbi! Elanntcs was near Petra, ami there- 
turn march .led up the Jordan vnliey and 
perhaps across Ilernioii to Ilobah, in the 
southern pardciE the Baalbec plains;- All 
the districts nniaed occur, therefore, iu 
L'eoiraubici:3 so/juencc.—Scottish .Review.

MAKES ; BUCKWHEAT 


CAKES PROPEBLY. 


Wilclwood Treasures Indoors — Hickory 


Nut Crisps— Drawinff Room Cliaira—New 
Year's Cake. 


Among all the winter's delicacies tliere is 


Ho cerealia so toothsome to the masculine 
palate, so eagerly -welcomed at the first 
meal of the day, and none so ravenously 
dispatched as the national buckwheat pan- 
rake. 
You, my young housekeeper, do not dis- 


pute the truth o£ this. But you are a novice 
In the art o£ cookery. You. have only re- 
cently turned yonr attention to the chafing 
dish, or your domestic fails to prepare the 
genuine article. The "pancakes are sour," 
they "look qneer," they refuse "to brown," 
they are as tough and thick as india rubber. 
Nevertheless, if your husband is a healthy, 
•well regulated man, it is yonr bounden 
duty to learn yourself or teach your "help" 
the preparation of this bean, ideal of griddle 
cakes. 


Opinions are diverse as to tho -wisdom of 


indulgence in. tha appetizing dish.' Here is 
one noted woman's condemnation: 


"The healthful, nutritious food; the cool 


and juicy raw fruit,that should'Christianiza 
our whole day—what ffood daily bread ifc 
iil But how wa love the evil—satnn's own 
emissary in the guise of the toothsome 
fried dishes, the griddle .-cakes swimming 
in butter and loaded in sugar^or manu- 
factured sirup, that as the day wears on 
Bend up ugly little moods, cross words and 
disinclination, to work all through our 
naughty 'being." 
But, since people will 


have them, let us at least find the proper 
way to make them. 


"With the foregoing and other.preliminary 


remarks, a writer in Good Housekeeping 
arrivesat theall-important "how" to make 
the tempting dish: 


Having previously soaked a cake of 


yeast, pour 4 cupf uls of lukewarm water 
into a bowl or pitcher. Add ]}£ or 2 level 
teaspoonfnls of salt, a Rood handful of yel- 
low cornmeal and thesama of wheat flour 
If desired! Stir in enough buckwheat flour 
to make a stiff batter. Beat well and put 
in a warm place to rise over night. This 
rule is sufficient for a family of six. Omit 
-the cornmeal and wheat flour if preferred. 
Their addition makes the cakes less raw 
and wet. Next morning pour out a small 
bowlful oi the batter for the next evening's 
"rising." 
' 


When ready to bake, add to tha batter in 


the pitcher one or two tablespoonfuls of 
New Orleans molasses or sweet milk, to 
make the cakes an inviting brown. To a 
tencup of tepid water add an even half 
teaspoouful of soda. Dissolve, and pour 
into the mixture a little at a time. It may 
be necessary to use but part of the water 
and soda. The prime object is to remove 
the sourness (the batter sours with age) and 
at the same time get the mixture just as 
thin as possible for the cakes to keep their 
shape and turn well. In thinning, some 
cooks use boiling water. My experience 
has been that it makes the cakes doughy. 


Remember that half the success of a cake 


Is in the baking. The really tempting grid- 
dle cake does not sport a greasy halo around 
its edges. Have the griddle not too hot, 
and use only enough grease to keep the 
cakes from sticking to^the pan, but a very 
little being- needed. Turn when about half 
full of holes or nicely browned, and bake 
the secoud side slowly and thoroughly. 


TTllcIwood Treasures Indoors. 


Take a large "waiter,"1' make a mound of 


leaf mold,-and carefully plant the ferns, 
arbutus, violets, hepaticas ^nd.other.thinfis, 
finishing the surface with /mosses and 
placing running evergreen around the 
edges. Sprinkle and set on a table at a 
northwest window. The writer in Good 
Housekeeping who suggests this very tru- 
ly says: Many happy hours may be spent 
watching that bit of green during cold, 
stormy days, when it is unsafe to go out of 
doors, and the tiny buds of the arbutus and 
violets will swell and finally bloom while 
the winter snow still lingers on the hills. 


Hickory 2fut Crisps. 


Mix together thoroughly 1)4 cupfuls of 


conrse graham flour and 'a half cupful of 
hickory nut meal. Make into a rather stifle 
dough with ice water, knead well, roll into 
a sheet as thin as brown" paper, cut with a 
knife into squares and bake on perforated 
tins until lightly browned on. both sides. 


AValnut, pecan and hickory nut meats 


may be easily reduced to a meal by chop- 
plug quite line and afterwardpressingwith 
a potato masher through a wire sieve or a 
very fine colander.

Beat well to- 
gether. Beat 15 eggs and add with 1% 
pounds of sifted Hour and 3 teaspoonfnls of 
baking powder. Grate 2 lemons in half a 
teacupful of molasses and add to the bat- 
ter, with 2 pounds of finely chopped al- 
monds, 13 pounds of seeded raisins and a 
pound of sliced citron. Turnin a cake mold 
and bake two hours in a moderate oven.

AUSTRALIAN SALT BUSH, plant would be of 
great benefit to our agricultural interests. 
The Agricultural Journal of Cape Colony 
gives an.iiiterestirig.account of the success- 
ful experiments made in that portion of the 
world, where tha Australian plant has been 
Introduced through Baron voa Mueller oi 
Melbourne. The plant has been found of so 
inuch, value there and so well adapted to 
the peculiar conditions that tho dema.id f or 
the seed has been'ifound far beyond tt a sup- 
ply. There is a demand not only by the 
settlement, but from outsiders in the belief 
that the'plant will be found of inestimable 
benefit wherever there are dry or salty con 
ditions. The plant has bisexual flowers, as 
in all Chenopodittceie, ou the same plant, 
and occasionally plants with distinct sexes 
on separate plants. The illustration with, 
this is of a male plant. It will be seen that 
this species diSers-from the A. halimus in 
having the flowerssc'attered over the whole 
plant instead ol! their being simply terminal, 
sis in. that species. There are of course other 
distinguishing characters. 


Meehan's Monthly, authority for tho fore- 


going, gives this matter prominent atten- 
tion, thinking it to the interest of our 
people who inay have dry or salty soil to 
introduce the plant, and that ib has been 
one of the reproaches of American garden- 
ing and American agr/ultttral enterprise 
that they are usually far behind other sec- 
tions of the world in introducing and test- 
ing valuable plants that would possibly be 
in tbe best interests of agricultural prog- 
ress to try. 


' .Transparent leather. 


Transparent leather many be manufac- 


mrered, according to a French magazine, as 
follows: After the hair has been removed 
front the hide the latter,.tightly stretched 
upon a frame, is rubbed with the following 
mixture: Glycerole (26 degrees B.),_l,000 
parts; salicylic acid, 3 parts; picric acid, 2, 
parts; boric acid, 25 parts. 


Before the hide is absolutely dry it is 


placed iu a room wliich the rays of the sun 
lo not penetrate an'd is saturated with a so- 
ution of bichromate of potash; ' Whea the 
lido is very dry, there is applied to its sur- 
face an alcoholic solution of tortoise Shell, 
ind a transparent aspect is thus obtained. 
This, leather is "exceedingly flexible. It is 
used for the manufacture of toilet articles, 
nit there is nothing' to proven tit from being 
used as footgear, and perhaps with fancy 
stockings shoes mafle. of itwould not prove 
inpleasing to thej'sight. .They would at 
east have the advantage of originality. 


An Inexpensive Electrical ]>jCacUine.

Flnisliinc St. Paul's Cathedral. 


It may interest those who have criticised 


the slow construction of the Philadelphia 
public buildings and similar structures to • 
know ttmt although nearly three centuries 
have elapsed since St. Paul's cathedral was.

JLUSTP.ALIAiT SALT BUSH, plant would be of 
great benefit to our agricultural iuterests. 
The Agricultural Journal of Cape Colony 
gives an interesting account of the success- 
ful experiments made in that portion of the 
world, where the Australian plant has been 
Introduced through Barou von Mueller of 
Melbourne. The plant hae been found of so 
much value there and so well adapted to 
the peculiar conditions that the demand for 
the seed has been found far beyond the sup- 
ply. 
There is a demand not only by the 


settlement, but from, outsiders in the belief 
that the'plant will be found of inestimable 
benefit wherever there are dry or salty con- 
ditions. The plant has bisexual flowers, as 
in all ChenopodiaceEB, ou the same plant, 
and occasionally plants with distinct sexes, 
on separate plants. The illustration with 
this is of a male plant. It will be seen that 
this species differs from the A. halimus in 
having the flowers scattered over the whole 
plant instead of their being simply terminal, 
as in that species. Thero are of course other 
distinguishing characters. 


Meeuaivs Monthly, authority for the fore- 


Roing, gives tliis matter prominent atten- 
tion, thinking it to the interest o£ our 
people who may have dry or salty soil to 
introduce the plant, and that it has been 
one o£ the reproaches of American garden- 
ing and American agr/.ultural enterprise 
that they are usually far hehind other sec- 
tions of the world in introducing and test- 
ing valuable plants that would possibly be 
in the best interests of agricultural prog- 
ress to try. 


Transparent Leather. 


Transparent leather many be manufac- 


turered, according to a French, magazine, as 
follows: After the hair has been removed 
from the hide the latter,.tightly stretched 
upon a frame, is rubbed with the following 
mixture: Glycerole (20 degrees B.),_l,000 
parts; salicylic acid, 2 parts; picric acid, 2 
parts; boric acid, 25 parts. 


Before the hide is absolutely dry it is 


placed in a room wliicb the rays of the sun 
do not penetrate ami is saturated with a so- 
lution of bichromate of potash. "When the 
hide ia very dry, there is applied to its sur- 
face an alcoholic solution of tortoise shell, 
and a transparent aspect is thus obtained. 
This, leather is exceedingly flexible. It is 
used for the manufacture OE toilet articles, 
but there is nothing to prevent it from being 
used as footgear, and perhaps with fancy 
stockings shoes made of it would not prove 
unpleasinfi to the- sight. They woiild at 
least have the advantage of originality.

Iron, Wool und Cotton, 


The review of di$!eront departments of 


trade exhibits u collapse of industry and 
business whioh is without precedent. The 
iron industry sustained a weekly produc- 
of 181,551 tons pig May 1, bat by O«t. 1 the 
output had fallen to 78,805 tons, and the 
recovery to about 180,000 Dec 1 still leaves 
40 per ceut of the foroo unemployed. 


Over half the woolen manufacture is 


Idle, c.r.i, excepting a brief recovery in 
November, has been over since new wool 
came in May, for all sales at the three 
chief markets in the eight mouths have 
been but 10(5,793,400 pounds, partly for 
speculation, the price having fallen 80 per 
cent for iieeoe to tho lowest point ever 
known, againat 212,1389,003 pounds in the 
aiuue months last year. 


Sales of cotton goods are fully » quarter 


below tho usual quantity. 


ISootf tiud Shoes. 


The small advance attempted in boots 


and shoes u year ago was not sustained, 
but with prices as low us ever the ship- 
ments of boots and shoeg from Boston are 
84 per cent less than last year in Decem- 
ber, and though in Npvembor the de- 
crease was but 10.8 per cent, It has been 
25} per cent for tho lust four months. 


Not only maimiiactured goods as a 


whole, but the moat important farm pro- 
ducts are so low thttb producers find little 
comfort. 


Clenv evidence of the shrinkage in dif- 


ferent branches of business 13 ailorded by 
answers already received to several thou- 
sand circulars requesting figures of sales 
during the last half of 1898 and 1892. Re- 
turns of textile goods already show sales 
amounting to $48,ti9U,8T5 this year, against 
$70,947,883 last year, a decrease of 37 per 
ceut. 
Iron returns thus far aggregate 


fciO,858,180, againat «85,520,021 last year, a 
dearoase of 88 per oont; reports thus far of 
jewelry show a decrease of 30 per cent, of 
f umituce, 26 per cent; of dry goods, 80 par 
cent; of hats, IB.p per cant; of hardware^ 
10 per cent; of shoe manufactures, 18 per 
cent; and by tteulers, 8 per cent; and of 
clothing, }0 per cent. 
It is curious that the only trade show- 
ing any increase as yet is in groceries, 
the aggregate SttieA being 1 per cent larger 
than in the last htvll ol 1892. 


Failures. 


In 37 years, covered by the records of 
this agency, the number of failures hus 
only once risen a little above 16,650 in a 
year. In 1893 the number reported has 
been 16,050. Tho aggregate of liabilities 
in all failures reported has in aix years 
risen above $200,000,000. 


This year the strictly commercial liabili- 
ties alone have exceeded $D31,422,9;)9, 'the 
liabilities of banking and financial insti- 
tutions have been $310,938,864, and the 
liabilities of railroads placed in the hands 
of receivers about 81,812.217,038.

Kxxl ot tlio Trial of the Murderer of Car- 


ter Harrjsou. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 30.—The jury in the case 


of Prondergnst, the assassin of Mayor 
Harrison, found the prisoner guilty yes- 
terday afternoon, and recommended tha) 
he be hanged. 


The verdict produced a profound sensa- 


tion in the courtroo'tn. Prendergast was 
brought in to court and heard his doom. 
He was apparently almost paralyzed with 
fear, and stood dazed and pallid until a 
bailiffi led him to u, chair. 


When Clerk Fitzgerald arose to read 


the finding ot the jury, the prisoner stood 
clutching tho buck of a chair, eyeing him 
with tha most intense eagerness. 
His 


long, bony fingers nervously clasped and 
unclasped the back of the chair, his 
knees trembled violently, his face was 
flushed, and the spiteful looking mcraih 
opened and closi d as though he would 
say something, but lacked the power to 
spi-'uk. 
"We, the jury, flnd the defendant, 


Patrick Eugene John Prendergast, guilty 
of murder in manner and form as charged 
In the indictment, and fix the penalty at 
death." 


Fitzgerald's voice, clear and calm, read 


out the finding, and died away with a 
slight emphasis on the final word. 


Then Preudergast revoaled himself the 


utter coward. His face turned pale, he 
opened his mouth to speak, but only u 
ftunt murmur came from between his hot 
and quivering lips.

Jla moved slightly and would have 


fallen to the floor but for the assistance of 
a bailiff. When the jury was polled he 
listened with avidity to each and every 
answer to Judge Brentano's question: 
"Was this and is this now your verdict?" 


"It is," said Foreman Jacob Butter, and 


"It is" repeated every other juror, and 
hope and the last vestige of courage faded 
utterly in Prendergast's breast. He was 
half led, half carried back to his cell, 
where, refusing to speak, he threw him- 
self upon his bunk in iho attempt to hide 
from his fellow-prisoners, whose expres- 
sions ot satisfaction over the verdict were 
nioro emphatic than graceful, and more 
sincere than polite.

HISTORY OF A WIDELY REPUTED 


BIRD. 


Industrious Insects Tlmt Have TTon Fame 


:ie Homo Builders—A llCKUhir 
YOUUK 


Turk—Facts for young Folbs. 


T'he eagle that has a national reputation 
as "Old Abe" was captured on Flambeau 
river, near the line between Ashland and 
Price counties, in Wisconsin, in 1SC1, by a 
Chippewa Indian named Chief Sky, and 
was sold by him for a bushel of corn, and 
subsequently disposed of for 85 to a Mr 
Mills, who presented b*» to Company C of 
the Eighth Wisconsin ffgiment. 
The bird was named in honor of President 


Lincoln, and the men of Company C were 
known as tho Eau Claire Eagles and the 
Eighth repjiment as the Eagle regiment. 
Old Abe accompanied the regiment to the 
south and occupied a conspicuous position 
on a perch which w»s earned alongside of 
the colors. His first pitched buttle was at 
Farmiugton, MIBS. He was wounded in 
front of Corinth jmd before Vicksburg, and 
was injured en route from Memphis to Hel- 
ena. From the time he joined the regiment 
until it was finally mustered out of service 
Old Abe was engaged in 36 battles. He al- 
ways announced the approach of an enemy 
by a note of alarm, and at the siege of Cor- 
inth the rebel general, Price, is said to have 
ordered his men to capture or kill the bird, 
at the same time remarking that he would 
rather capture Old Abe than o whole bri- 
gade. 
When Company C was mustered out it 


was resolved that Old Abe should be pre- 
sented to the state of Wisconsin, and in 
the autumn oil 18B4 he was carried back to 
his native state, and on Sept. 26 he was 
formally accepted by Governor Lewis on 
behalf of the state. 
During the winter of 


1864-6 he was exhibited at the Sanitary 
fair in Chicago, and the sale of his picture 
and a little pamphlet history of his exploits 
netted to the fund for sick aud disabled 
soldiers the sum of $10,000. From that 
time until his death, which occurred in 
1881, he was exhibited at fairs, political 
conventions and soldiers' reunions without 
number. 
A model of him was taken by the sculpt- 


or, Leonard W. Volk, and several magnifi- 
cent monuments have been graced with his 
countei'feit presentment. He died March 
26, 1881, presumably from the effects of 
smoke inhaled at a fire in the capital at 
Madison in the earlier part of the year. He 
was stuffed and now stands in the war 
museum of the state capitol. 


An Old Time Inclimtry. 


The oldest cottage industry of England is 


pHlow lace making, which dates from the 
ssteenth century. It has flourished and 
languished by fits and starts, according to 
theencouragement lent by the royalty and 
others of high estate. At the present date

lace making has to a great extent given way 
to the making of what is called gimp, or 
passementerie, of colored silks, tinsel, etc., 
combined with beads. 


The laee maker of olden days nsed to sit 
in a little room known as the lace room, 
near the basement window, with her feet 
on a small earthen pan containing hot wood 
ashes m winter, and when daylight failed 
she had a clumsy holder in which was stuck 
a long rush, gathered by the children in 
summer, dried and dipped in any little 
household grease she could spare or beg; 
but these contrivances are out of date now, 
and paraffin reigns supreme, in country 
hall and cottage. Sometimes her pillow 
rested in her ample lap, sometimes on a 
light stand. Most of the bobbins were of 
white beech wood, but some were of box or 
oak, and weighted at the lower end with 
multicolored beads, which caused them to 
be called jingle bobbins. The tracing of 
patterns on parchment was a business by 
itself, and the lace trade was in the hands 
of dealers, from whom the women bought 
their thread, Bilk and pins, payment for 
•which was deducted when they sold their 
finished la.Cc at prices undreamed of by 
those who paid tenfold as much for it at a 
fashionable shop.

ing to furnish a substitute for the old 
apprenticeship system. 
The aim is Lo 


train the eyp, the hand and the judgment 
and thus to give a practical turn to the 
literary education received. 
There is no intention to teach a trade,and 
manual training as laugut in t he new school 
just opened in the old cay hall, is as much 
an educational branch as 
is, .grammar or 


arithmetic. 


The Times wiiter evidently does not 


know what is meant by manual training or 
else confounds it with imlustiial training, 
in which trades arc taught and which 
serves instead of tnc old apprenticeship 
system. 


The universal testimony of educators in 


regard to manual training, is, that it so 
quickens the faculties of the pupil that his 
progress in other studies is more rapid and 
that he can afford to spend l«o or three 
hours a week at manual training and keep 
up with his classmates in other branches. 


At present this city is obliged lo conduct 


tbe manual training school after day school 
hours to avoid the operation of tho law 
which would increase the school age to fif- 
teen years for all pupils in the schools if 
manual training were incorporated with 
the curriculum. This would bo a source 
of inconvenience to many poor families 
who derive some assistance from the earn- 
ings of boys that perform various Iciuds of 
light work in mills and elsewhere after the 
age of fourteen years. 


The Times critic does not seem to know 


what the school board wants. There is no 


i to an a^vai\ce-o£ the school age 


Wherever industrial training or instruction 
in trades is given in connection with the 
public schools, but the board wants the 
right to have manual training taught as 
any other educational branch without any 
change in the school age. When somo news- 
paper editors and a sufficient number of 
legislators are enlightened upon the real 
meaning of manual training they will prob- 
ably be ready to regard it as any other or- 
dinary branch of study and on thu same 
basis as writing, drawing or any other 
branch in which pupils are required to use 
heir hands. 


"The expediency of establishing a man- 


ual training school here is at least a matter 
of debate" says this writer. 
It is a matter 


of debate only among tiiose who ate ig- 
rinr.iut of its aims and objects as the Times 
\uiter hceins to be. In this icgard Lowell, 
a manufacturing city which should lead in 
such educational progress, is behind all tho 
other leading cities ol of tho state and this 
Hik'lly on account of this law which it is 
HOW bought to uiodity.

Among all the winter's delicacies there ia 
|io eerealia so toothsome to the masculine 
Snlate, so easterly welcomed at the first 
meal of the clay, and none so ravenously 
ilispatched as the national buckwheat pan- 
take. 
You, rrty young housekeeper, do not dis- 


pute the truth of this. But you are a novice 
in the art Of cookery. You have only re- 
cently turned your attention to the chafing 
dish, or your domestic fails to prepare the 
genuine article. The "pancakes aro sour," 
the$ "look queer," they refuse "to brown," 
they are ns tough and thick as India rubber. 
Nevertheless, if your husband is a healthy, 
well regulated man, it is yotir boundeu 
duty to learn yourself or teach your "help" 
the preparation of this beau ideal of griddle 
cakes. 


Opinions are diverse as to the wisdom of 


indulgence in the appetizing dish. Here is 
ono noted woman's condemnation: 


"Tho healthful, nutritious food; the cool 


and juicy raw fruit, that should'Christianize 
our whole day — what good daily bread it 
is! But how wo love the evil — sa'tan's own. 
emissary in the guise of the toothsome 
fried dishes, the griddle cakes swimming 
in butter and loaded in sugar or manu- 
factured sirup, thab as the day wears on 
send up ugly little moods, cross words and 
disinclination to work all through our 
nnnghfcy being."*' 
But, since people will 


have them, let us at least Cud the proper 
way to make them. 


With the foregoing and other preliminary 


remarks, a writer in Good Housekeeping 
arrivesat thoall im.portnnt'"how" to make 
the tempting dhh: 


Having previously soaked a cake of 


yeast, pour 4 cnpfuls of lukewarm, water 
into a bowl or pitcher. Add 1% or 3 level 
teaspoonfuls of salt, a good handful of yel- 
low cornmeal and tho same of wheat flour 
8f desired. Stir in enough buckwheat flour 
fcomakeastifl. hatter. Beat well and put 
iu a warm place to rise over night. This 
rule is sufficient for a family of six, Omit 
the col'iimeal and wheat flour if preferred. 
Their addition makes the cake? less raw 
and wet. Next morning pour out a small 
bowlful of the batter for the next evening's 
"rising." 


When ready to bake, add to the batter in 


the pitcher oue or two tablespoonfuls of 
New Orleans molasses or sweet milk, to 
make the cakes an inviting brown. To a 
teacup of tepid water add nn even half 
teaspoonful of soda. Dissolve, and pour 
into the mixture a little at a lime. It may 
be necessary to use but part of tho water 
and soda. The prime object is to remove 
the souriiess (the batter sours with age) and 
at the same time get the mixture just as 
thin as possible for the cakes to keep thi 'r 
shape and turn well. In thinning, some 
cooks use boiling water. My experience 
has been that it makes the cakes doughy. 


Remember that half the success of a cnke 


is in the baking. The really tempting grid- 
dle cake does not sport a greasy halo around 
its edges. Have the griddle not too hot, 
and use only enough grease to keep the 
cakes from sticking lo the pan, but a very 
little being needed. Turn when about half 
full of holes or nicely browned, and bake 
the second side slowly and thoroughly.

Tlie Lmul of XliVln. 


Till quite recently nothing was known 


of either Hobah or vtbo land of Ham, 
but the Tell Aiucinm letters mention both 
these regions. .Letters addressed to Amcn- 
ophis III about 1480 B. C. by subject 
chiefs of the .southern Lebanon and of 
Basbaii occur in this eorresjpoudence,which 
describe the great Ilittite invasion of Da- 
mascus about that time. Aidugama, the 
Uittite king of Kadu'ih, ou tlio Oroutes 
(now Katies, south oi Emusn), advanced 
along the Banlbec plains and attacked the 
land of Ilobah and reached Damascus by 
the great pass of the river Almnn, on the 
north. He subsequently invaded the land 
of Am and took various* cities iu Bashan, 
near Ashteroth Karnaim. 


From these notices it appears that Hobati 


was the region north oC Damascus, and 
the land of Am or Ham was northern 
Bashan. The line oi the ancient raid of 
Chedorlnouicr thvts becomes quite clear, 
lie probably crossed the Euphrates at 
Curchcmish and advanced along tho sea 
route which the Assyrians, followed ranch 
later when invading Kdom. The mountain 
chains wore nil avoiCod, and tlie road fol- 
lowed was, that of the imnom pilgrim 
route from Damascus to Akabah, 011 the 
Red sea, but the farthest poiut reached by 
tho lilnmitcs was near Pefcra, and tbo re%, 
turn march led up the Jordan vuliey and 
perhaps across! IJeimon to Ilobah, in the 
southern paru of the Baulbec plains. All 
the districts iwuied occur, Vlion-fore, in 
ireosi't'.ulnc'al .sr-n.ience.—Scottish Review

AUSTRALIAN SAM BUSH, plant would be of 
great benefit to onr agricultural interests. 
The Agricultural Journal ot Cape Colony 
gives an interesting account of the success- 
ful experiments made in that portion o£ the 
world, where the Australian plant has been 
introduced through Baron von Mueller of 
Melbourne. The plant has been found of so 
much value there and so well adapted to 
the peculiar conditions that the demand for 
the seed has been found far beyond the sup- 
ply. 
There is a demand not only by the 


settlement, but from outsiders in the belief 
that the plaut will be found of inestimable 
benefit wherever there are dry or salty con- 
ditions. The plant has bisexual flowers, as 
in all Chenopodiaceue, ou the iaine plant, 
and occasionally plants with distinct sexes 
on separate plants. The illustration with 
this is of a male plant. It will be seen that 
this species differs from the A. halimus in 
having the flowers scattered over the whole 
plant instead of their being simply terminal, 
as in that species. There are of course other 
distinguishing characters. 


Meehan's Monthly, authority for the fore- 


going, gives this matter prominent atten- 
tion, thinkiuff it to the interest of our 
people who may have dry or salty soil to 
introduce the plant, and that it has been 
one of the reproaches of American garden- 
ing and American agr/.ultural enterprise 
that they are usually far behind other sec- 
tions of the world in introducing and test- 
ing valuable plants that would possibly be 
in the best interests of agricultural prog- 
ress to try. 
_ 


Transparent Leather. 


Transparent leather many be irmimfac- 


turered, according to a French magazine, as 
follows: After the hair has been removed 
from the hide the latter, tightly stretched 
upon a frame, is rubbed with the following 
mixture: Glycerole (26 degrees B ), 1,000 
parts; salicylic acid, 2 parts; picric acid, 2 
parts; boric acid, 25 parts. 


Before the hide is absolutely dry it is 


placed in a room which the rays of the sun 
do not penetrate and is saturated with a so- 
lution of bichromate of potash. When the 
hide is very dry, there i« applied todts sur- 
face an alcoholic solution of tortoise shell, 
and a transparent aspect is thus obtained, 
This leather is exceedingly flexible. It is 
used for the manufacture of toilet articles, 
but there is nothing to prevent it from being 
used as footgear, and perhaps with fancy 
stockings shoes made o£ it would not prove 
impleasinj? to the sight. They would at 
least have the advantage of originality. 


An Inexpensive Electrical Machine. 


Take a glass, expose it to the fire, so that 


it shall be perfectly dry, and place it up 
side down, up a table. Afterward, take a 
tray perfectly dry and place it upon the 
glass in such away that it shall preserveits 
equilibrium. Finally, take a sheet of paper 
slightly smaller than the tray, heat it and 
rub it rapidly with a brush, and it will be- 
come quickly electrified. Then, place it up- 
on the tray. 


An industrial journal says that an elec- 


trical machine will thus have been con- 
structed without any expense. If the ffu- 
ger be brought nenr the tray a spark will 
appear. This spark will be so much the 
brighter and the series of sparks will be so 
much the longer in proportion as the glass 
and trays are drier. 
I£ while the spaiks 


are being drawn from the tray the room in 
which the experiment is performed ia dark- 
ened, these sparks will appear extremely 
brilliant.

that this hybrid is the result, of an alliance 
of our domestic tabby with some ii<-isntal 
feline, probably the angora.

oriental species. 


Dr. Morris Gibbs tells in Science that 


these catsiavo quite common in parts of 
New England, and may bo purchased at a 
very reasonable figure and according to the 
demands and the supply in the cat market. 
Few persons are able to distinguish between 
genuine angoras and these hybuds, and 
many are the unsuspecting buyers who 
nave paid a high price for a common "coou 
oat" worth not more than ®3. 


Squaring; the Circle.

To Rej upuii Old Trays. 


Old trays may be rejapanned by the fol- 


lowing process, according toawiiter in The 
Technologist: First clean them tliorouglilj 
with soap and Writer and a little rotten- 
stone; then dry by wiping and exposure to 
the fire. Next get some good copal varnish, 
mix it with sonic bronze powder, and ap- 
ply with a brush to the denuded parts; after 
which set the tray in an oven dt a heat of 
2,la to 300 degrees, until the varnish is dry. 
Two coats will make it equal to new. 


Cutting Steel Wltli Steam. 


A French physicist affirms that steam es- 


caping under pressure may groove and pol- 
ish metal like emery and even cut through 
metal plate. A metallic turtuco exposed to 
a jet of steam at a pressure of 105 pounds 
was channeled aud striated as with a saw 
or file.

Both branches met in special session 


last evening, transacted a little business 
and then adjourned. 


Their oxit was marked by the passage of 


the First street extension resolution; out- 
side of this nothing but routine business 
received attention. 


Common Council. 


It was 8,30 o'clock when President Ben- 


son called the council to order, and 20 
members responded to the call. 


A joint order was adopted in concurrence 


referring all papers in the hands of the city 
council to the council of 1894. 


Several committee reports were accepted 


in concurrence. 


The following resolutions were passed in 


concurrence: to lay a concrete sidewalk on 
Eighth street. 


The resolution to extend First street was 


than read and occasioned a little debate. 


Councilman O'Sullivan desired to know 


what amount of expense would he involv- 
ed in laying out, the street. Upon learning 
that n resolution, was before the council 
calling for $20,000 for the improvement, 
he said he believed in receivine lighten tlie 
niattoi and not haye the council endeavor 
to swallow too large a lump. 


Councilman Tryder, said this was no 


extravagant expenditure and if the resolu- 
tion is passed the city will i*et a return for 
tho money expended aud the improvement 
will prove a grand investment. Taxable 
property will be brought into the market, 
and in ten years the improvement will pay 
for itself. 


Councilman IsToblo hoped the council 


would pass the resolution as thft extension 
is certainly necessary. 


Councilman O'Sulhvan said he believed 


what his brother councilman had said, but 
he llkyd to sec some members of the street 
committee express their opinions aud give 
some information to the other members of 
l,he council and not sit as dumb as oysters. 
He did not want to pose as being opposed 
to the resolution. If it is fioing to benefit 
the city ho is in favor of it. 


Councilman Dolan believed the street 


extension a grand improvement and urged 
its passage. 


Councilman O'Brien said that at first he 


was inclined to oppose the resolution but 
upon hearing estimates ho favored its pas- 
sage. 


Councilman Iloban also spoke in favor 


of the resolution, speaking of it in the 
light of an improvement. 


The resolution appropriating $26,000 for 


the work then passed. Councilman Bar- 
clay alone voting in the negative. 


On motion of Councilman Dolan votes 


of thiuiks weie extended to President 
Benson, Clerk Siuionds and members of 
the press. 


President Benson returned his thanks to 


the members of the council for .their 
courteous treatment during the year and 
said thr,t if at any .time during the year he 
bad given offence to any member of tho 
council he willingly apologized and as- 
sured them that it was not done intention- 
ally. 


The council then adjourned.

CAKES PROPERLY.

Nut Crisps—Drawing Boom Chair*—Hew 
Year's Cake. 


Among all the winter's delicacies there to 
fro ceretuia io toothsome to the masculine 
palate, BO eagerly welcomed at the first 
meal of the day, and none so ravenously 
iispatched as the national buckwheat pan- 
take. 
Yon, nay young housekeeper, do not dis- 
pute the tfnth of this. But you are a novice 
m the art of cookery. You have only re- 
cently turned your attention to the chafing 
dish, or your domestic fails to prepare the 
genuine article. The "pancakes are sour," 
they "look queer," they refuse "to brown," 
they are as tough and thick as India rubber. 
Nevertheless, if your husband to a healthy, 
well regulated man, it is your bounden 
duty to learn yourself or teach your "help" 
the preparation of this beau ideal of griddle 
cakes. 
Opinions are diverse as to the wisdom of 
Indulgence in the appetizing dish. Here is 
one noted woman's condemnation! 


"The healthful, nutritious food; the cool 
and juicy rawfruit.that should'Christianize 
our whole day—what good daily bread it 
1st But how we love the evil—eatan's own 
emissary in the guise Of the toothsome 
fried dishes, the griddle -cakea swimming 
in butter and loaded in sugar-or manu- 
factured sirup, that as the day wears on 
send up ugly little moods, cross words and 
disinclination to work all through our 
naughty being." But, since people will 
have them, let us at least find the proper 
way to make them. 
With the f oreRolng and other preliminary 
remarks, a writer in Good Housekeeping 
arrives at the all important "how" to make 
the tempting dish: 
Having previously soaked a cake of 
yeast, pour 4 cupfnls of lukewarm water 
into a bowl or pitcher. Add 1J£ or 3 level 
teaapoonfuls of salt, a good handful of yel- 
low cornmeal and the same of wheat flour 
If desired. Stir in enough buckwheat flour 
to make a stiff batter. Beat well and put 
in a warm place to rise over night. This 
rule is sufficient for a family of six. Omit 
the cornmeal and wheat flour if preferred. 
Their addition makes the cakes less raw 
and wet. Next morning pour out a small 
bowlful of the batter for the next evening's 
"rising." 
' 


When ready to bake, add to the batter In 


the pitcher one or two tablespoonfuls of 
New Orleans molasses or sweet milk, to 
make the cakes an inviting brown. To a 
teacup of tepid water add an even half 
teaspoonful of soda. Dissolve, and pour 
into the mixture a little at a time. It may 
be necessary to use but part of the water 
and soda. The prime object is to remove 
the sourness (the batter sours with age) and 
at the same time get the mixture just as 
thin as possible for the cakes to keep the'* 
shape and turn well. In thinning, some 
cooks use boiling water. My experience 
hoa been that it makes the cakes doughy. 
Remember that half the success of a cake 


IB in the baking. The really tempting grid- 
dle cake does not sport a greasy halo around 
its edges. Have the griddle not too hot, 
and use only enough grease to keep the 
cukes from sticking to the pan, but a very 
little being needed. Turn when about half 
full of holes or nicely tirowned, and bake 
the second side slowly and thoroughly.

The Liiiul of Ham. 


Till quite recently nothing was known 


of either Hobah orvthe land of Ham, 
bnt the Tell Amarna letters mention both 
these regions. Letteta addressed to Amen- 
ophis III about 1480 B. C. by subject 
chiefs of the bouthem Licbnnon and of 
Bashun occur in this correspondence, which 
describe the greut ITittite invasion of Da- 
mascus about that, tinio. Aidugnma, the 
llittite king of Kaihsh, on the Orontes 
(now Kades, south ot Kmosa), advanced 
along the Bnnlbec plains and attacked the 
land of Hobah and reached Damascus by 
the great pass of the river Abann, on the 
north. lie subsequently invaded the land 
of Am and took various cities in Boshau, 
near Ashterotli Karnaim. 
Fi'om these notices it appears that Hobah 


was the region north of Damascus, and 
the laud of Am or liana was northern 
ficishaii. Tho line of the ancj^* raid of 
Chedorlnomer thu*) becomes quite clear. 
He probably crossed the Euphrates at 
Carchemish and advanced along the sea 
route which the Assyrians followed much 
later when invading Edom. The mountain 
chains were all avoided, and tho road fol- 
lowed was that of the famous pilgrim 
route from Damascus toAkabaL, on the 
Red sea, but the farthest point reached by 
the Ehunitea vas near Peti-a, nnd the re- 
turn march led up the Jordan valiey and 
perhaps across Hcrnion to Hohab, in the 
southern purl> of the Bnftllvc plains.- All 
the distticts luuuecl occur, therefore, in 
Keo£rav>huv.i sentience.—Scottish Review.

matter of material, aud they take advan- 
tage o£ it by wearing the richest silks, sat- 
ins, moires, velvets and laces. Fur, when 
of the right kind, is also seen once in a 
while on a handsome dress. It must bo 
real ermine and used sparingly. I noticed 
one superb dress of lilac satin duchess, 
with the skirt cut in deep Vandyke points. 
Between the points were fans of duchess, 
point, and below them a full flounce of roy- 
al purple velvet.

PLANTS OF INTEREST IN EVERT 


SALTY SOIL. 


An Inexpensive Blectrle Macnine—Sqaar- 


inc the Circle—Catting Steel With St»» 
—Transparent .Leather. 


' Plants that will resist drought and salt- 
ish soils on deserts 
andd.ry places gen- 
era/ly are compar- 
atively scarce, and 
those who discov- 
er the adaptation 
of certain plants to 
such localities are 
doing good service 
to mankind. One 
of their "salt 
bushes" in the old 
world is Atriplex 
halimus, but prob- 
ably one ot the 
best known ia the 
Australian species, 
Atriplex hall- 
moides, more re- 
cently called A. 
n u m me varia. 
There are many lo- 
calities in America 
where the intro- 
duction of this 


AUSTEALIAV SALT BUSH, plant would be of 
great benefit to our agricultural interests. 
The Agricultural Journal of Cape Colony 
gives an interesting account of the success- 
ful experiments made in that portion of the 
world, where the Australian plant has been 
tn traduced through Baron von Mueller of 
Melbourne. The plant has been found of so 
much value there and so well adapted to 
the peculiar conditions that the demand for 
the seed has been found far beyond the sup- 
ply. There is a demand not only by tbe 
settlement, but from outsiders in the belief 
that tbe plant will be found of inestimable 
benefit wherever there are dry or salty con- 
ditions. The plant has bisexual flowers, as 
in all Chenopodiacew, ou the same ptunt, 
and occasionally plants with distinct sexes 
on separate plants. The illustration with 
this is of a male plant. It will be seen that 
this species differs from the A. halimus in 
having the fiowersscattered over the whole 
plant instead of their being simply terminal, 
aa in that species. There are of course other 
distinguishing characters. 


Meehan's Monthly, authority for the fore- 


going, Rives this matter prominent atten- 
tion, thinking it to the interest of our 
people who may have dry or salty soil to 
introduce the plant, and that it has been 
one of the reproaches of American garden- 
ing and American agr/ultural enterprise 
that they are usually far behind other sec- 
tions of the world in introducing and test- 
ing valuable plants that would possibly be 
in tbe best interests of agricultural prog- 
ress to try. 


Transparent Leather. 


Transparent leather many be manufac- 


turered, according to a French magazine, as 
follows: After the hair has been removed 
from the hide the latter, tightly stretched 
upon a frame, is rubbed with the following 
mixture: Glycerole (28 degrees B ), 1,000 
parts; salicylic acid, 3 parts; picric acid, 3 
parts; boric acid, 25 parts. 


Before the hide ia absolutely dry it is 


placed in a room which the rays of the sun 
do not penetrate and is saturated with a so- 
lution of bichromate of potash. "When the 
hide is very dry, there is applied to its sur- 
face an alcoholic solution of tortoise Shell, 
and a transparent aspect is thus obtained. 
This, leather is exceedingly flexible. It is 
used for the manufacture of toilet articles, 
but there is nothing to prevent it from being 
used as footgear, and perhaps with fancy 
stockings shoes made of it would not prove 
unpleasing to the sight. They would at 
least have the advantage of originality. 


An Inexpensive £lectrlcnl Machine. 


Take a glass, expose it to the flro, so that 
it shall be perfectly dry, and place it up 
side down up a table. Afterward, take a 
tray perfectly dry and place it upon the 
glass in such a way that it shall preserve its 
equilibrium. Finally, take a sheet of paper 
slightly smaller than tbe tray, ht-at it and 
rul) it rapidly with a brush, and it will be- 
come quickly electrified. Then place it up- 
on the tray. 
An industrial journal says that an elec- 
trical machine will thus have been con- 
structed without any expense. If the fin- 
ger be brought near the tray a spark will 
appear. This spark will be so much the 
brighter and the series of sparks will be so 
much the longer in proportion as the glass 
and trays are drier. II' while the spmks 
are being drawn from the tray the room in 
which the experiment is performed is dark- 
ened, thesa sparks will appear extremely 
brilliant.

New Entflaud, and may be purchased at a 
very reasonable iiguie and according to the 
demands and the supply in the cat market. 
Few persons are able to distinguish between 
genuine angoras and these hybrids, and 
tnany are the unsuspecting buyers who 
Uave paid a high price tor a common "coou 
cat" worth not more than $2.

Next get some good copal varnish, 
mix it witli some bronze powder, and ap- 
ply with a brush to the denuded parts; iitcer 
which set tbe truy in an oven «t a heat of 
gia to 300 degrees, until the varnish is dry. 
Two coats will make it eu.ua! to new. 


Cutting Steel Wltli Steam. 


A French playsicUt affirms that steam es- 


caping under pressure may groove and pol- 
ish metal like emery and evi-n cut through 
metal plate. A metallic surface exposed to 
a jet of steam -at a pressure of 10S pounds 
was channeled and striated as with a saw 
or ale.
